Atpage 71 of a very interesting and ablepamphlet entitled “‘ Mining 
Fields of the West,” published by Mr. Charles Thomas, of 3, Great

From the MINING JOURNAL, June 5, 1869, 
THE ASHBURTON GREAT COPPER LODE. 


Reference was made in last week’s Journal to the formation of the 
VicToRIA (SouTH DEVON) MINING Company for continutng opera- 
tions in the mine recently worked by the Druid Company, and it is 
satisfactory to find that good progress is being made with the filling 
of its subscription list, the fact of the whole of the purchase-money 
being represented by paid-up shares having created a very favour- 
able impression, especially as the shareholders in the vendor-com- 


subscribing for a large number of shares in addition to those wh 
they became entitled to as vendors, 

There is much independent testimony (in addition to the evidence 
of the fact found amongst the papers of the old company) that there 
is a bunch or course of rich copper ore existing between the 78 and 
88 fm. levels, which the adventurers in 1862 were unable to raise on 
account of the water being too much for their engine-power.

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NOTES ON THE NORTHAMPTON IRON ORE DISTRICT. 


Srr,—Amongst the many interesting and valuable details contained 
in your “Notes in Northamptonshire,” in last week’s Journal, I notice 
particularly the question—* Is there Coal in Northamptonshire?” and 
the remarks thereon. The same question was put to myself a few 
weeks ago, while inspecting that neighbourhood. My answer was to 
this effect—that the geological structure of that part of country lying 
between Northamptonshire and the Warwickshire coal field rather 
favoured the idea of the existence of coal underneath the oolitic for- 
mations of the former district; but, inasmuch as the New Red Sand- 
stone and Permian formations underlie the Oolitic series, the pro- 
probable depth to true coal measures would be very great, even sup- 
posing these formations to beof only minimum thickness. Then comes 
the rejoinder, that some fearless speculators sunk a shaft some 300 
yards deep, and not finding the “ black diamonds,” or the “ philo- 
sopher’s stone,” gave up in despair, but still clung to the hope that 
the appearance and character of the “stuff” which came out of the 
shaft was uncommonly like coal shales. This we do not doubt, but 
it must be remembered that there occurs occasionally thin seams of 
toai£nd lignite matter in the Oolitic formation, and to a person un- 
accustomed to scientific observation in all the geological series of 
strata existing in our country these coals and carbonaceous shales 
would be very misleading. He could give several illustrations in 
proof of this where many thousands of pounds have been spent in 
futile attempts to reach coal on the strength of having found car- 
hSonaceous shales in a bore-hole or shaft in the upper geological se- 
rit, The best test would be to examine the strata above and below 
such coal and shales for fossils, when the true position would be at 
once seen. My object in these remarks is not to discourage, or, as 
as is commonly said, to “throw cold water” on a scheme which in 
theory promises so much benefit individually and nationally, but to 
offer a few words of caution to those who possibly may possess more 
gold than scientific lore. 

As to the ironstone resources of this county, they are rich and plen- 
tiful, and only a few more favourable circumstances are required to 
make it a significant rival to the newly-developed Middlesborough 
district. The quality of the Northampton ore has been much under- 
rated by consumers in the Black Country up to the present time; in 
fact, the use of a small proportion of this ore with Staffordshire 
clay-bands in smelting was, and in many cases is now, sufficient to 
suspend orders, and totally condemn the iron by finished iron manu- 
facturers. If we ask the reason of this, we are told that it makes 
the iron “red short,” and a host of other objections. All this is not 
gospel. The persons in power in our iron works have, as Slick says 
—*A good deal of human naturein them.” They are ever ready to 
condemn everything and everybody rather than bear any blame, or 
have reflection cast upon them for turning out inferior iron. The 
secret of inferior ironmaking is in the empirical systems of mixing 
the various ores, In proof of this to some extent, I have many times 
asked the question—“ How do you like the Northampton ore, espe- 
cially the outer portion, which appears so sandy or arenaceous ?” 
The reply has been that you may as well put brick ends into a fur- 
nace as put that sandy stuff into it. Such is the general notion of 
this portion of the ore. This, however, is not the true character of 
the ironstone, If a microscope is applied to this arenaceous-looking 
stuff it will be found to present a very different appearance. In- 
stead of detecting grains of sand, this ocreous part exhibits a beau- 
tiful oolitic arrangement of concretionary nodules, composed chiefly 
of CaO COg, lying in a matrix of oxideof iron. The following ana- 
lysis of this ore is taken from Percy’s Metallurgy, and gives a fair 
sample of this ironstone, as being worked at Wellingborough by Mr. 
William Butlin :—

The above analyses will, doubtless, astonish some of our friends in 
the Midlands, who have always looked upon their native iron ores 
as being superior in yield to any other. I have had several consul- 
tations with Mr. William Butlin, of Wellingborough, with reference 
to the accuracy of these yields of iron, and he convinced me by ex- 
periment in two furnaces, extending over some twelve months, that 
he could work with a yield of from 38 to 40 per cent. of iron from 
the ore. Ihave also tested specimens of ore from the neighbour- 
hood, and can produce from 25 to 50 per cent. of iron. 

It is my opinion that a proper and thorough acquaintance with 
the chemistry of iron manufacture, from the getting of the mine to 
the finished steel, would revolutionise, as it were, the aspect of the 
iron trade. It would do so in this way—that laboratory experiments 
would teach in what proportion to mix certain ores to produce a cer- 
tain brand of iron. It would teach us how to use the right propor- 
tion and right quality of flux, according to the peculiar composition 
of the ore. It would persuade us that if we wish to use iron ores con- 
Bh i on the one hand a good proportion of silica, and on the 
utili an excessive proportion of alumina, that they will produce 
better results in the furnace than by using several qualities of ore, 
each containing a preponderance of silica over alumina and lime. 
In addition to the natural advantages which the Middlesborough dis- 
trict can boast, they owe their success in the smelting of iron in part 
to the application of analytical chemistry in determining the real 
character of the minerals they have to deal with, and proportioning 
the fuel and flux accordingly. If other iron-producing districts will 
do the same we shall hear less gossip about waste and improvidence, 
and less condemnations against such ironstones as the Northampton 
folk may well be proud of, T. PARTON, F.G.S,

THE BLAST-FURNACES AT MIDDLESBOROUGH. 

S1r,—There are now fifty-two blast-furnaces in operation in the im- 
mediate neighbourhood of Middlesborough, besides ten more in course 
of building ; thereare about nine more of small dimensions, 45 ft, high, 
which are dormant, and are not intended to be again used. Besides 
these there are in the Tyne, Durham, and Whitby districts thirty-eight 
furnaces in blast, two building, and sixteen not in use, giving a total 
of one hundred and eighteen blast-furnaces in the north-eastern dis- 
trict either at work or will shortly be available for the production of 
pig-iron, Of the fifty-two furnaces in the neighbourhood of Middles- 
borough, their height varies from 60 to 85 ft., and their diameter is 
proportiopately large. As an instance of economical management 
in the production of pig-iron, the blast-furnaces at Eston Junction, 
worked by Bolckow, Vaughan, and Co., may be cited as having adopted 
the latest mechanical appliances calculated to economise labour and 
reduce the cost of production. There are five furnaces at Eston Junc- 
tion, 85 ft. high; the make of each averages about 350 tons of iron 
per week ; one occasionally makes upwards of 400 tons per week, 
Hot-blast is used in every furnace in the district. There are five kilns 
for calcining the ore. One kiln will supply ore sufticient for one fur- 
nace, Each kiln is 21 ft. diameter, 45 ft. high, baving acircular frame- 
work of 4-in, iron plates, and 18-in, lining of fire-brick inside ; these 








are of sufficient strength to carry a locomotive road on the top of 
them. One ton of coal is required to calcine 40 tons of ironstone. 
The calcined ironstone falls direct into the barrows from the bottom 
of the kilns, on raising the sluices placed for stopping the outlets, so 
that the labour of filling with shovels issaved. Behind the kilns are 
erected the gantry, about 45 ft. high, where the hoppers for storing 
coke are made. There are two hoppers, holding 600 tonseach, The 
coke is let out as required by sluices, made at different parts on the 
underside of the hoppers, and runs direct into the barrows. A good 
deal of coke is thrown loose besides into stock, but itis no doubt more 
economical to stock itin hoppers only. The limestone is obtained at 
Forcett, and is tipped from the same gantry into stock, from whence 
it is taken to be broken by hand labour; this could be done to ad- 
vantage by machinery. The calcined ore, coke, and limestone are 
now to be raised to the top of the furnaces ; this 1s effected by water- 
balance machinery. There are two lifts for the five furnaces. Water 
is forced up to a tank at the top of each lift, There are two car- 
riages for each lift ascending and descending, the cistern in the de- 
scending carriage being filled with water to raise the ore, coke, &c., 
in the ascending one. This is the usual method of lifting materials 
in this district, but Sir W. Armstrong’s hydraulic machinery is in ope- 
ration at the Clarence Works. Compressed air is used at Linthorpe 
and Tees Side furnaces, and a steam-engine and inclined plane are 
used at Acklam furnaces. : 

The blast-engines in the Middlesborough district are of various 
forms ; there are several of the beam, connecting-rod, and fly-wheel 
type ; a few of Slade’s patent slide cylinders. Those lately erected 
are principally of uniform size and construction ; they are on the in- 
verted-cylinder principle, are supported on cast-iron framework, and 
occupy a small space. Steam-cylinder at top 30 in., blowing-cylin- 
der below 66 in, diameter, 4-ft. stroke ; beneath this the piston-rod 
and connecting-rod extend to the fly-wheel shaft, on which two fly- 
wheels and an eccentric work, the shaft being on a level with the 
floor, These engines go from 40 to 50 strokes per minute, and one 
of them is capable of supplying a large furnace with blast at a mode- 
rate speed. There are small engines, usually placed in the same 
house with three or four blowing-engines, for forcing water to the 
tanks on the engine-house and at the top of furnace lift. Itshould 
be observed that where locomotive power is not used to bring mate- 
rials to the top of the calcining kilns, and coke and limestone to the 
gantry, this is effected sometimes by a vertical lift, where steam or 
compressed air is the motive power; the wagons, after being tipped 
or discharged, are dropped down at the opposite end of the gan- 
try and the row of calcining kilns; as these are placed usually all 
in one line, with a double road on the top for the transit of the trucks 
from one end to the other; this is a very compact arrangement on 
a level surface. In a few cases these materials are raised by an in- 
clined plune and steam-engine to the top of the gantry. 

The steam-boilers used in the district are nearly all of the same type. 
Some of these have been 20 years in existence, at work night and day. 
The boilers are plain cylindrical, 70 ft. by 4} or 5 ft., slung from five 
cast-iron arched girders, by three straps from each girder, attached 
to an angle-iron piece rivetted to the boiler. The blast-furnace gas 
is now always used to heat these boilers, the flue being a single 
straight one under each boiler to the chimney-flue. In some cases 
the gas is sufficient to heat both the boilers and hot-blast pipes. In 
many of the works, however, coal is used in addition. Why this is 
so Iam unable to explain. The blast-furnaces being closed at the 
mouth, the gases are brought down into large wrought-iron cylin- 
drical tubes, lined with fire-brick. In two cases the gases are brought 
down to an arched culvert, made underground, and from that distri- 
buted to the various blast-stoves and boilers. The pressure of blast 
maintained is 3}to41lbs, The temperature of blast is from 1000° to 
1100°, A great part of the economy of these blast-furnaces is due 
to the high temperature of the blast, and their great height. The 
difference in consumption of coke is so marked as to have caused 
the abandonment of furnaces 50 ft. high, and erecting others in their 
place, 70 feet high and upwards. The large production is obtained 
from their great diameter. An improved boiler is used at Newport 
Works: it has one tube; the gas passes through this, and returns 
under the boiler, giving much more heating surface than that before 
described. The whole of the boilers in the district are covered either 
with bricks and mortar—an air-space intervening between that and 
the boiler—or they are covered in a few cases with a patent compo- 
sition. Each boiler is fitted with two safety-valves, two floats, two 
sludgers, one float, with whistle, dial, and pointer. 

The blast is heated generally in the common 4-shaped pipes, but 
at Ormesby Works the blast is heated by Siemens’ stoves ; these are 
givingsatisfactoryresults. The airafter passing for two hours through 
one heated chamber is diminished in temperature at its exit only 100°, 
and is then transferred to another chamber. The Cargo Fleet blast- 
furnaces are run off every eight hours. A large furnace at Norton 
runs Off the metal both in front and back at each cast every 12 hours. 
These are some of the principal features of the blast-furnace eco- 
nomy of this district ; it isevident large outlay is required for these 
immense structures, the engines, and mechanical appliances, but the 
result is to make the manufacture a more profitable one with the pre- 
sent process, ENGINEER, 


THE SHROPSHIRE COAL FIELD, AND ITS EASTERN 
ESTUARY—No. IL. 


Srr,—It is stated in the Birmingham papers this week that the re- 
cent visit made by the members of the Dudley Geological Society and 
Field Club to the eastern margin of the Shropshire coal field is likely 
to result in an attempt to test the unexplored district lying between 
that and the Staffordshire fields. Itis added “ thisis a matter of the 
greatest importance to the Black Country, both socially and com- 
mercially, and deserves to be taken up with the best possible spirit 
by the landowners of the unexplored district, and all other parties 
interested.” The project is to be carried out, it is said, under the 
auspices of the Institute of Mining Engineers, with Mr. David Pea- 
cock for president, and Mr. Henry Johnson as hon. secretary, sup- 
ported by men alike practical and scientific. We endorse the con- 
cluding remarks in the paragraph by wishing the project all the suc- 
cess it deserves, and commend it to the earnest attention of all parties 
interested in the welfare of the Black Country. 

To promote a success all so much desire, this question of an eastern 
estuary should be considered in all its bearings. Evidence has already 
been advanced in the Mining Journal to show that grave reasons 
exist for believing that, although the coal fields of the two counties 
were once united, a great gap now exists. It has been shown that 
although the present mineral tracts of Shropshire and South Staf- 
fordshire are but relics of one great storehouse of mineral fuel—in 
other words, although they are but outside fringes of one great mine- 
ral structure which once was complete along the whole distance—yet 
that that great mineral suffered from waves which attacked it from 
the south-west. It has also been pointed out in these columns what 
those evidences were, and it may be sufficient now to enumerate them. 
First, the rocks underlying the coal measures are the same in the two 
fields; and allowing for descrepances and trifling variations, such as 
occur within the limits of each, it is clear that similar conditions 
prevailed. Secondly, at about equal distances above the founda- 
tion rocks one of the most important mineral sheets is found, main- 
taining the same relative position with regard to other measures in 
the two fields, and containing similar organic remains, This is the 
Pennystone ironstone, which, having itself been formed in an estuary 
or inland lake, furnishes a good criterion for judging of the relative 
level of surface at that time, and the relation the two fields then bore 
to each other. Thirdly, each field terminates pretty much in the same 
manner, and each is overlapped by the same series of barren red 
rocks, which increase in thickness in the direction of the great 
trough of the estuary. 

One of the Shropshire coals, the Top coal, unlike most of the others, 
appears to have been the result of vegetation carried down into a la- 
goon, or inland lake, as shells and remains of fish are numerous in 
the thin layer of Cannel on the top, and it has no under clay, whilst 
others appear to have been the result of vegetation which flourished 
on the spot. It is generally understood by geologists that along a 
line of country, extending from the western hills of Wales into Leices- 
tershire, there was a gradual rising of land at the close of the Silu- 
rian period, on which a tropical flora may have flourished, and overa 
portion of which land the sea may occasionally have made encroaches, 





| isalso prohibited. 


In the Clod coal, one of the lowest and most persistent throughout, 
and for iron-making purposes one of the most important in the field, 
layers occur several inches thick, made up of the seed-cases of the 
plants which produced the mineral in which they are found. They 
occur also in large numbers in the underlying clay and shales with 
the stems and leaves, and just above the roots of the plants them- 
selves. Some contain a black oily matter, whilst others are partially 
filled with an amber-looking resinous substance. Some are imbri- 
cated, others have triangular markings, whilst others again are plain, 
They may be found in connection with the Little Flint coal, the Clod 
coal, the Randle coal, the Garrey coal, the Two-feet coal, and the 
Sulphur coal. Amongst them are Zelemingites gracilis, or a species 
of Sigilaria Goldenburg. Thus the process of building up the coal 
measures was a slowand gradual one—one which had been going on 
during very long periods of time. The vegetation of the period be- 
came interstratified with clays, shales, and sand beds, the result of 
certain grindings and washings carried on by the machinery of waves 
or streams, brought about by a succession of subsidences and eleva- 
tions, to which the surface appears to have been subject much more 
then than now. When complete they were subject to destructive 
agencies, which caused displacements of stratified masses, and left 
behind a trough, not inaptly termed the eastern valley of denudation. 
Whenever this trough or fault is touched, it is uniformly found that 
the denuded edges of the coal seams are overlaid by a rough gritty 
rock, varying in thickness from 1 to 15} ft., locally called Calamincar. 
The Kemberton pits, which were sunk down upon the edge of this 
fault, afforded excellent opportunities of observing the appearances 
the denuded measures present. The strata passed through in the de- 
scent were comparatively new to the sinkers, whose experience was 
gleaned in the older portion of the field, but it was similar to that 
which had been gone through at the Grange and Granville pits, in 
the Lilleshall Company’s field. As in the latter, three or four worth- 
less coals were met with, and the men then came upon a stratum of 
hard, red, white, and yellow fragments of local rocks, such asusually 
present the first decided indication of denudation. The Top coal, the 
first of the workable seams in this field, was partially denuded, and 
from the appearance it presented as it abutted on the fault there 
was no mistaking the agency by which it had been partially destroyed. 
The coal was split, and the interstices filled up with the sediment or 
silt of the waters which had done the mischief. In some instances 
it was evident portions of coal had been broken off, and had, subse- 
quently, became the sport of waves, which displaced them. The 
coals lower down, including the Little Flints, were all, as might have 
been expected, in their proper places, unaffected by the Symon, It 
is more than probable, however, that all, excepting the lower coals, 
will disappear one after the other as they are followed to the east ; 
and what makes the case more serious is that in no one instance 
have they been found to come in again, as in ordinary faults, Its 
course is neither straight nor angular, as is usually the case in slip 
faults, but resembles rather an ordinary indented coast line of modern 
times. If we follow it further to the south we find additional evi- 
dences of the ravages committed, till, finally, the lowest of the series 
of coals disappear, and the very foundation of the structure has been 
cut away. It may be that it was from the south, therefore, that the 
remorseless waves came rolling in which robbed us of so much mineral 
wealth, and the important question suggesting itself is—How far did 
their ravages extend to the north-east? Were they arrested by some 
barrier, now beneath the new red sandstone, between the east of the 
Shropshire and west of the South Staffordshire coal fields? Were 
some of the coal seams so deeply concealed amid the hollows as to 
escape this destructive agency, or did it make a clean sweep of every 
acre of coal between the present boundary lines of the two coal fields? 
It is ominous to find, in following the barren grey and red sandstones, 
which come in and displace the coal seams, that indications exist to 
show that not only has the great storehouse been cut down in this di- 
rection, and carried away altogether, but that thousands of feet of 
the foundation rocks themselves have been similarly removed, and 
their denuded surfaces laid over in some instances with seams of 
coal belonging altogether to another, and much later period.

PROPOSED ABOLITION OF THE PATENT LAWS. 


S1r,—The proposal for the total abolition of the Patent Laws, which 
Mr. Macfie put forward by his motion in the House of Commons, 
having been so strenuously supported by Sir R. Palmer, demands the 
best consideration of all interested in this most important subject, 
and, therefore, I would now submit the following remarks to the 
readers of the Mining Journal, for although the fact of Mr. Macfie’s 
standing forward as the opponent of the system of temporary pro- 
perty in inventions accorded by the Patent Law is, perhaps, not sur- 
prising—for those who know anything of the sugar refining trade, 
to which he belongs, know that the power of capital, and the ability 
to keep trade secrets as close as death, were, up till a recent period, 
deemed sufficient protection in that branch of manufacturing in- 
dustry, and of more advantage to the capitalist manufacturer than 
the possession of a patent right—yet that he should find a coadjutor 
in Sir Roundell Palmer does appear strange, when we consider that 
the latter gentleman bears a high character, not only for moral worth, 
but for intellectual ability as a lawyer. However, notwithstanding 
all that can be said in favour of Sir R. Palmer’s moral or legal status, 
his arguments against all Patent Laws must and ought to be weighed 
in the balances, and, if found wanting, should be rejected with as 
much readiness as if they had been advanced by a less distinguished 
or worthy person; and, upon taking into account Sir R. Palmer's 
position as a great equity lawyer, and the fact that in arguingin the 
House of Commons agaiustthe Patent Lawsubstantially as anamicus 
curi@ supposed to be able to set the appointed judges right ina matter 
they knew very little about, if we should find this great lawyer has 
either kept back some information bearing on the subject necessary 
to a proper understanding of the question in all its bearings, or has 
advanced inferences and deductions not supported by the facts of 
the case, then I venture to submit that his right to be considered as 
an authority in such a matter is at an end, 

With the view of testing Sir R, Palmer's true position, I offer the 
following statements for consideration :—First, he draws a distinc- 
tion between copyright and patent right, He denies that theinventor 
has any moral or natural right to property in his invention, though 
he seems to think that authors and artists have such a title to copy- 
right. He says, “Copyright is a creation. The man who writes a 
book produces something of his own; the rest of the world is not in 
arace with him, But in the case of inventions and discoveries the 
facts liein Nature.” This is really a statement of a partial truth, and 
not the whole truth. Copyright, as Sir R. Palmer must know, or ought 
to know, is notrestricted to those productions whichcan fairly be said to 
be real creations of the intellect, for not only are worksof imagination, 
such as Milton’s “ Paradise Lost,” or the novels of Scott or Dickens, 
legal subjects for that kind of proprietary right, but mere transla- 
tions, works of compilation—aye, and of abridgment, too—are within 
its protective grasp. Evena Directory is held to be the subject of 
copyright, as the cases of Kelly wv, Morris, as well as other cases, abun- 
dantly prove. 

Further, in regard to art copyrights, the simple fact of being the 
first to produce a representation of certain objects, as a given land- 
scape, or a building from a particular point of view, is by the Act 
25 and 26 Vict., cap. 68, protected for the life of the artist, and seven 
years after death ; and it is the same with a photographer, who merely 
uses his apparatus and manipulation for the first time in the like 
manner, and even when he takes a portrait for the first time this right 
accrues. Two classes of copyright—the musical and dramatic—ac- 
tually possess incidents which are identical with those of Patent 
Right—that is, not only the unauthorised multiplication of copies of 
the dramatic or musical composition is prohibited, but the use or 
performance of them for profit without the proprietor’s permission 
And, with regard to musical compositions, even 
passing by the fact that many of them are merely old melodies, and 
well known strains, strung together in a new order, it surely must be 
at once allowed that in musical composition itself “the facts lie in 
nature ”—that is, the law of harmony of sounds, which is the founda- 
tion of the composer’s art, is a law of nature quite as much as the 
mechanical and chemical laws which govern the construction of ma- 
chines or the working out of manufacturing aud chemical processes, 





Further, as Mr, Howard, M,P., very pertinently observed, although

the author of a book may not deal with that class of facts termed 
laws of nature, he deals with what forms another class of facts 
—the words of the language in which he embodies his thoughts ; 
and Mr, Howard might have added, in order that any profit may be 
obtained by his compositions resort must be had to what is really a 
process of manufacture as much as is the construction of a machine 
—the printing of a book. Suppose the cases of the author of a new 
book printed in the known mode, and the inventor of a new mode 
of printing ; the difference is really nothing more than this—the 
one supplies the directions for a composition of words in novel order 
and arrangement, to be printed in the ordinary manner, The other, 
the inventor, gives practical directions for any composition of words 
to be printed ina new manner, Sir R, Palmer also attempted to 
grapple with real issue raised by Mr. Macfie—that the Patent Laws 
have the effect of hampering and fettering the operations of our 
manufacturers, without doing any good to the real inventors. Asto 
these questions, as I have already occupied so much of your space, 
I will ask you to allow me another opportunity for my counter re- 
marks,—Zemple, June 9.

ROYALTY AND RENTS UNDER THE CROWN IN WALES, 


S1r,—I much regret not having seen the Journal of May 29, be- 
cause I now learn that some one has asked for more information on 
this subject, and wishes to know how I make it appear that one can- 
not obtain a lease under the Crown here for a less expenditure than 
15102, or upwards, I will, Sir, with your permission, give a case 
which has come to my knowledge, and that a minimum one; for, 
indeed, I do not lack proof of far worse cases than this. I will not 
now go into the interminable and vexatious winding and unwinding 
of “red tape” before you can obtain the lease at any price, but will 
do that on an early day. 

Well, Sir, I require a tack-note for one year; the cost is as fol- 
lows :—Note, 3/.; rent, 1/.; minimum royalty, 1/.—=5/. At the end 
of the year I require a lense ; the cost is 102. 10s.; rent, 1/.; royalty, 
5l,=16/, Second year rent and royalty, 11/.; third year, ditto, 161.; 
fourth ditto, 217,: thus we have, from the date of the tack-note to 
the end of the shortest time for which I can hold this lease, 697. 10s, 
Then there is a clause in the lease binding me to keep constantly 
employed six able miners, which would add to the former sum 30/, 
per month, or 360/, per annum, to work and pay those men, and say 
nothing of plant or agency. Now, I cannot relinquish this lease in 
less time than four years, so that here we have a sum involved of 
15092, 10s.; and who does not know that while we work and hope in 
the majority of cases this is a total loss? But, Sir, there are, if pos- 
sible, worse features in such a case than these, but I will only add 
now that the treatment experienced by ordinary beings in such mat- 
ters from those in power is simply vexatious in the extreme,

GOLD MINING IN BRAZIL, 


S1R,—In last week’s Journal there is a letter, headed “Emily and 
Capao Mines,” and signed “ William Treloar,” upon which I beg to 
make a few observations. In compliance with the request of Capt. 
Thomas Treloar, I engaged his brother’s services, and he worked for 
about two years at the Cuiaba Mines, contiguous to the Emily and 
Capso, with which he, of course, became intimately acquainted, and, 
no doubt, was in consequence requested to attend a meeting of gen- 
tlemen to give evidence regarding my mines before the formation of 
the company. At that meeting was collected all the Brazilian mining 
knowledge that could be found in London, including not only Capt. 
William Treloar, but also the late Mr. George Denby, who for many 
years was superintendent of the works at the Emily and Capao, The 
result was the formation of the East del Rey Company, and in Capt. 
W. Treloar’s printed statement he says the report of their great riches 
had spread far and near, and attracted to the spot a population which 
founded the city of Sabara, In his present letter he says :— 

CAPAO MINE.—In sinking the shaft, a small line of good lodestone was met 
with upwards, and which descended in a zigzag manner, and occasionally showed 
gold in the stone, but this never extended many feet beyond theshaft, alchough 
at one period [ had hoped it would have done so. In this I was disappointed. 

Let us test the truth of this statement with his reports, when un- 
biassed, furnished to the directors, as follows :— 

CAPAO MINE. 
1863, June—Lode 24 ft. wide, extended upon 108 ft. 
July —Large trial test of 24 tons; produce 174 oits., being 5°11 per ton. 
But perhaps toe quality deteriorated in sinking. Let his own 
reports answer the question :— 
Sept.—Gold visible on the stone, but the ore not so good as at the bottom 
part of the mine. 
Oct. —Lode maltntains its size ; ore decidedly improving. 
Dec. —Lode continues to open out encouragingly. 
1864, Jan, —Lode continues to improve. 
Feb, —Lode has improved ; ores of a very superior quality met with. 

At the meeting of the shareholders of the East del Rey Company, 
in November, 1864, Mr, Henderson, the Chairman, stated that at the 
time he was speaking he expected that 27 stamp-heads were at work 
at the Capao Mine, each realising from 14 to 2 ozs, of gold per day. 
This gentleman was perfectly justified in his statement, In the re- 
port of Feb, 27, 1864, it was mentioned that the horse-whim was kept 
day and night hauling up the ores, From that month to November 
many thousand tons of Capao ore, of the tested value of upwards of 
5 oits, per ton, must have been raised. What, then, has become of 
the gold?) Where is the account of the number of stamps at work, 
the number of days, the number of tons crushed, and the produce of 
gold per ton? 

I was the first Englishman that obtained a Government grant for 
mining explorations and mining in Minas Geraes, and I never knew 
these particulars withheld, without which no correct judgment could 
be formed. 

There are other points of great importance, which for the present 
I refrain from discussing; but, as Capt. Wm. Treloar has courteously 
stated that my having received a letter from a mining captain in 
California “is a complete fabrication,” I hereby enclose it for your 
perusal, dated Greenville, Indian Valley, Feb. 7, 1868, from Captain 
Cook, in which he says—“ My opinion was so favourable in regard 
to these mines that I should like to have the means of working them 
myself.” See, also, his letter in the Mining Journal of July 18 last. 
Capt. William Holman, one of the ablest and most experienced gold 
mining captains in Brazil, writes in the same style, and unites in the 
same opinion—the universal voice of Sabara.

MINERAL WEALTH OF COLORADO, U.S.A, 


S1r,—The following facts have reached us from our Mr. R. O, Old, 
now in Colorado, and as they will doubtless be of interest to numerous 
of your readers I beg to hand them to you, vouching for their au- 
thenticity and truth.

Bartholomew House, June 9, 

Central City, May 20.—The mining interests of Gilpin County are in a healthy 
condition ; over $150,000 worth of gold and silver is being taken out each month, 
and this amount is steadily increasing. The Coaly and Gilpen County lodes, in 
Slaughter-house gulch, are well worth going to see; they have been worked by 
tunnelling. The two lodes were discovered 45 ft. apart. and cross each other at 
a distance of 100 ft. from the entrance of the tunnels. The Coaly vein averages 
200 ozs., and running as high as 700 ozs. to the ton when selected with care. The 
Gilpin County vein is not so rich as the Coaly, but it has averaged 100 ozs. to 
the ton. Over $50,000 has been taken from these lodes since November last. 
Mr. J. H. Goodspeed, who has leased and is managing the property himself, is 
now taking out between $2000 and $3000 per week, which amount will soon be 
| increased. Mr. Goss, of Ward district, brought in $1000 worth of nice 
gol 





the other morning, which has been taken from the Columbia and other 
lodes, and which gold can now be seen at Hussey’s bank. Alexander Cameron 


is doing well sluicing in his claim in North Clear Creek ; he is at the present time 
taking out gold at the rate of $12 to the shoveler, and expects to do better. A 
good lot of silver came down from Georgetown on the 12th inst., there were two 
large bricks containing 750 ozs., and one smaller one of 350 ozs. ; the two first 
from Huepeden, Walters, and Co., the last from Stewart’s works, and all out of 
the Equator Mine. The following are the Georgetown bullion shipments during 
April :—Huepeden and Co., 444114 ozs. ; Stewart’s Reduction Works, 5544 ozs. ; 
Brown’s Company, 560 lbs.: total value in currency, $22,485. Huepeden and 
Co. ran their works only two weeks during April, on account of the weather, 
The Miner also notes a new discovery, called the ** Silver Cloud;” it is down 
10 ft., and produces rock that assays $11,000 per ton in currency. This journal 
in date of May 13, speaking of a recent visit to the Terrible Mine, says “ First- 
class ore from this mine nets at Newark, New Jersey, $500 per ton over and 
above transportation and treatment. Wesaw at the mine 10 tons of first-class 
ore, worth $500 per ton ; 1000 tons second-class, worth $80 per ton; the dump 
contains at a very low estimate about 10,000 tons of fine rich ore, worth at least

Mr. SPARGO’S MINING ATLAS, 


S1r,—Mr. Spargo, of Gresham House, Old Broad-street, has pub- 
lished from time to time several useful and interesting works con- 
nected with mining—amongst others, Statistics of Mines in Devon 
and Cornwall, with observations thereon. But he has nowin course 
of publication a work of a more comprehensive character, relating 
not merely to mines in those two countries, nor to mines in England 
and Wales merely, but embracing those in the western hemisphere. 
A work of such magnitude shows the author has confidence in the public ap- 
preciation of hislabours, Maps of Cornish mining districts were published some 
years ago by Mr. Symons, of Truro, and were acknowledged to be of great utility 
to the mining interest. If maps of such a limited portion of the mining world 
were so well received, what may not be said in favour of such extended labours 
as those of Mr. Spargo? The most important advantage of mining maps is that 
of showing to investors and others interested in mines the position of the several 
mines in relation to each other. It is well known that many projectors of mining 
schemes have imposed on capitalists by representing their mines as standing in 
proximity to some well-known rich mines, Whenever, in any district, a mine 
becomes rich, immediately a host of schemes are brought ont with analogous 
names, as East Buller, West Buller,and North Buller; or East Tresavean, West 
Tresavean, and South Tresavean ; or East Clifford, New Clifford, West Clifford, 
and South Clifford; or North Wheal Rose, Rose Consols, New Wheal Rose, &c.— 
mines in some cases miles apart from the parent mine. Astranger, judging from 
the names, would suppose that the mines were contiguous, or nearly so, and from 
that supposition alone might be inclined to take shares. Now, the object Mr. 
Spargo has in view in his present publication is to give the public correct in- 
formation as to the real position of all the mines, and also their position re- 
garding one another, so that investors may know with what they are dealing, 
and may not be misled by prospectuses or otherwise. I would caution the public 
against the too prevalent notion that a lode rich in one mine is almost neces- 
sarily tich in a mine adjoining. This isa delusion and a snare, as I could prove 
by scores of cases. I will mention one or two. Rosewarne United was rich, 
West Rosewarne adjoining was so poor that the late Captain Wm. Richards, of 
Redruth, said that it was * the poorest mine he ever saw.’’ Tresavean yielded 
nearly half-a-million sterling profit, and yet Carvannal, adjoining at the west, 
was miserably poor. The great expense incurred by Mr. Spargo in producing 
such well-executed maps for such useful ends will, I trust, be reimbursed by a 
very large demand for them. Part I. has been issued, and Part If. is, I hear, 
now in the press.—Tavistock.

THE SHELTON CLAY AND TIN MINING COMPANY» 


A general meeting of shareholders was held at the offices of the 
company, 25, Bucklersbury, on Tuesday, 

Mr. ALAN SWINTON in the chair. 

The first report of the company states that after nine months’ ope- 
rations sufficient results had been obtained to warrant very satisfac- 
tory expectations for the future. The capital account shows that 
2840/, 14s. had been received, and there remained an amount of 21942, 
available for carryingonthe works, The following report was read :— 

June 5,—The 10 fm. level is driven east on the course of the north lode about 
64 fms. ; the lode is about 2 ft. wide, containing tin throughout. The average 
produce is about 201bs. of tin tothe ton of stuff. Thesame level is being driven 
west 40 fathoms; the lode in these drivings is 4 feet wide, and producing tin as 
above. The lode now in the present end is 5 feet wide, yielding 25 lbs. of tin to 
the ton of stuff, and of a kindly appearance, going west; this lode is standing 
in virgin ground from this point to the surface. We shall soon be obliged to 
sink a shaft on the course of this lode, to enable us to take away this ground to 
the best advantage, when this is done we shall be able to make much greater 
returns. I recommend that 12 more stamp-heads be erected at once, and the 
30-inch cylinder engine, which is now on the property, be put up to pump the 
water, when the present engine, with the additional stamps, will be enabled to 
crush more stuff; we can then work out the mine on the right principle, and 
make it a paying anda lasting mine. The south lode, at the west end, in the 
20, is just now disordered by a cross-course, and not quite so good as it has been : 
this lode, however, is large, and generally of a kindly appearance as the end is 
extended west on its course. We have laid open on this for 15 fathoms, the ave- 
rage width being 10 ft.,and it will makean average return throughout of 22 Ibs, 
of tin to the ton of stuff. From these remarks you see that the mine is opening 
out satisfactorily. We have 20 men raising tinstuff, and about the same num- 
ber laying open tin ground. We shall have ready for market, by Friday next 
from 3001. to 4001. worth of tin, with the small number of 12 stamp-heads, inde- 
pendent of the leavings-tin. When the 12 additional stamp-heads are erected 
improved returns may be expected, even at the present depth of the mine. We 
are working on two lodes only at present, but when the other engine is erected 
I recommend that another lode be 'aid open with all speed. I have seen this 
lode in an adit, and it is of a promising character, and in ground easy to work. 
We have at the clay work four men removing over-burdens and washing clay, 
We have one tank completed, and about 10 tons of clay deposited in it, anda 
contract has been entered into to build another for the sum of 121,; when this is 
completed we shall be in a good position for depositing ourclay. We shall soon 
require the dry to he put up to prepare theclay formarket. I am glad to inform 
you that all our operations are progressing favourably.—R. HANCOCK. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report and accounts, 
entered into some explanation as to the future prospects of the company, and 
referred to the necessity of the work mentioned in the directors’ report being 
proceeded with at once, including the erection of a further 12 heads of stamps. 
The general feeling among those present was in favour of the prosecution of 
these works. 

The report and accounts were thereupon unanimously adopted and approved.

FRONTINO AND BOLIVIA (SOUTH AMERICA) GOLD MINING 
COMPANY, 


The annual general meeting of the shareholders was held at the 
London Tavern, Bishopsgate, on Wednesday, 

Mr. THOMAS EyrRE FOAKgs in the chair, 

Mr. H. L, PHILLIPS (the managing director) read the notice con- 
vening the meeting. 

The report of the directors, which was taken as read, has already 
appeared in the Journal. 

The CHAIRMAN said that upon the last occasion the board had the 
pleasure of meeting the shareholders the balance-sheet showed a loss 
upon the profit and loss account of 4200/7., but the balance-sheet now 
presented, embracing the six months ending December, 1868, showed a 
loss of only 7167, But the present balance-sheet, although compar- 
ing most favourably with the preceding one, imperfectly indicated 
the progressively satisfactory position into which the company was 
being brought, and for this reason, if that statement of accounts were 
examined, it would be found that of the loss of 7167. something like 
3007, was in respect of law costs incurred in successfully resisting the 
encroachments which had been made upon the company’s property 
during the previous mal-administration; therefore, the actual loss 
in working + nd opening out the mines during the six months really 
did not ex»sed 400/.; and during four months of that half-year the 
stamps at the Frontino Mines—owing to considerable improvements 
which subsequent results had proved to be of material practical value 
—wereidle. But notwithstanding this, for three out of the six months 
there had been an increasing profit, arising from the most important feature 
that, apart from the augmentation of stamping-power, the gold contents of the 
ore was graduallyimproving. That this primarily favourable feature was more 
than permanent inits character was proved by the circumstance that the average 
yield of gold was now over \% oz. per ton, the number of tons stamped during 
March having been 947, which yielded 571 ozs. of gold. 

Mr. G. NOAKES, F.G.S., thought it would be satisfactory to the shareli@aaec; 
to know theaverage number of stamps at work during March. 

The CHAIRMAN said that, owing to scarcity of water—March being a portion 
of the dry season—only 27 stamps were at work at Bolivia, and 9 at Frontino, 
there now being 66 heads at the former and 15 at thelattermine, When it was 
recollected that such large returns had been made by the working of so small a 
number of stamps, that even this small number was worked only but a very 
small portion of the day, and that undersuch disadvantageous conditions thera 
had been realised during the last month of which they had had advices a net 

rofit of nearly 1501,, he thought the least sanguine among them could not 

ut admit that the prospects of the company were at least most encouraging, 
(Hear, hear.) The great difficulty against which their superintendent had had 
to contend was a scarcity of water, for the properties contained practically an 
inexhaustible supply of auriferous mineral. This difficulty had been success- 
fully met in this way :—Upon the properties there were a large number of small 
streams, and the plan now being adopted was to erect a mill, which cost some- 
thing like 5001., in connection with each stream, and then, by means of small 
tramways, the contiguous lodes were connected with the mills, aud these 
again were in a similar manner connected with La Salada mills, the chief 
reduction establishment. Mr. Rouch had been limited in his expenditure by 
the profits arising from the mines, but the board now proposed to make a small 
call of (say) 1s. per share, to enable Mr. Rouch to more rapidly increase the 
number of stamping-mills, upon the same principle which had proved so suc- 
cessful, as thereby the monthly returns of gold would speedily be very materially 
increased, without any commensurate addition to the expenditure. (Hear, hear.) 
All he could say upon this point was that the directors, individually, were of 
the unanimous opinion that the shareholders would not be doing justice to them- 
selves nor to the valuable properties which they possessed if they did not accede 
to this proposal. (Hear, hear.) This point, however, was fully referred to by 
Mr. Grieff, when he stated that—‘* Without any exaggeration on my part, I may 
state that the company’s undertakings may be now considered to be duly esta- 
blished, and that a moderate but continuous profit may be relied on. Should 
the company resolve, as they ought in my opinion to do, on opening some others 
of their many mines, the result would be very satisfactory, so much so that at 
no distant day the capital invested in the mines would be recovered, or, at least, 
a greater amount of interest obtained than is generally realised by undertak- 
ings of the kind. The way to obtain such a result is to increase the number of 
mills and heads of stamps, and diminish the amount of manual labour as much as 
possible. The present working mills will, in a short time, prove very productive, 
and I trust the company will be induced, at your suggestion, to-establish the 
mines of Marmajilo, Columbia, Cecilia, and Matala, and some of those at Gua- 
naria, contiguous to the Garibaldi one, gradually introducing their products 
with those of the other mines. I am convinced that I can guarantee the reali 
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sation of any promise that you may make to the company to the effect that from 
the month of August next their affairs will assume a very different aspect. The 
company may, however, remain in sta’ quo if so disposed, and keep the works 
going as they now are, with the six mills, satisfied with a moderate surplus; 
but if, on the other hand, they are inclined to convert their mines into a much 
more valuable and permanently important property, they will continue opening 
out new undertakings, a matter which is at present of much greater facility 
than heretofore, and one that can be carried out by degrees, without requiring 
any great sacrifices. There will be no necessity for introducing costly machi- 
nery, &¢c., from Europe, so that the outlay will bo limited to stamps, moulds, 
and erections, and even with regard to these objects there are many articles 
already here which could be turned to account, and which the company had sent 
out from the beginning, although they have hitherto remained unemployed.’’ 
That opinion (continued the Chairman) had been borne out by the returns, and 
it was now for the meetiug to say whether they would supply the wherewith to 
fully carry out these works efficiently and at once, or whether a proportion of 
the profits now being realised should be set aside for that purpose. He thought 
there could be no doubt that the wise course fer them to pursue was to supply 
Mr. Rouch with some 2000/7. to 30001. to enable him to proceed forthwith with 
the erection of addition mills, and thus bring their several mines into a more 
extended scale of profitabledevelopment. (Hear, hear.) As to theappointment 
of new directors, he need hardly say it was with very great regret that his 
friend, Mr. Noakes, had retired from the board. Mr. Noakes had been among 
them for a considerable time, but the state of his health, and duties in other 
localities, had compelled him to send in his resignation, and every member very 
much regretted his retirement. He thought, however, he could point with some 
satisfaction to the fact that Mr. Charles Martin had been elected to fill the va- 
cancy, and that Mr. Rutter had been elected in the place of Mr. Wardrop, who 
had been compelled to go tothe Cape of Good Hope. It would be recollected that 
Mr. Rutter, in conjunction with a large number of shareholders, was for some 
+'x.. Jesirous for the appointment of a committee of investigation to look into 
vhe .dfairs of the company. Mr. Rutter was supported by a great number of 
shareholders, but the board resisted the proposition, because they felt that if a 
committee were appointed it would be equal toa vote of want of confidence. 
The board, therefore, successfully resisted the proposition, but as soon as a va- 
cancy occurred at the board they thought they could not do better than elect 
Mr. Rutter to the vacancy, and thus afford him the opportunity of examining 
into the company’s affairs. Mr. Rutter had joined the board, and he thought 
that gentleman would tell the meeting the directors had not only not neglected 
their duties, but had used all thelr endeavours to bring about a succesful issue, 
ar2@® furtherance of which none were more zealous than Mr. Rutter. (Hear, 
hear.) All he, in conclusion, could say was that by continuing the policy now 
being pursued the shareholders in the Frontino and Bolivia Company would at 
no distant date congratulate themselves upon the possession of very remune- 
rative gold mines. (Hear, hear.) He then moved that the report be received 
and adopted. 

Mr. GEORGE NOAKES, F.G.S., had much pleasure in seconding the proposi- 
tion. (Hear, hear.) Hewas present upon this occasion for the purpose of testi- 
fying to his fellow-shareholders that, although he had retired from the board, 
he had not lost interest in thecompany nor in itseventual success. (Hear, hear.) 
He had been with them in its times of adversity, and he hoped to live to congra- 
tulate them upon its career of success. (Hear, hear.) He stated at the last 
meeting, when he had the honour of filling the chair, that there were good 
grounds for believing the company had turned the corner, and, therefore, it was 
with great regret that at this particular time he had been obliged to resign his 
seat at the board. He wished the company every possible success, and although 
no longer upon the direction, he would do anything in his power to contribute 
to the attainment of its permanent success. (Hear, hear.) 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply to a question, stated that the shareholders were in- 
formed a year since that the conveyance of the property to the company had been 
completed and duly registered. He would leave Mr. Phillips, the managing dl- 
rector, who was well versed in all mining matters, to reply to the questions as 
to the produce of the ore, and so forth. 

Mr. DAVIs directed attention to the directors’ fees, and suggested a reduction. 
He also asked what was meant by the item in the balance-sheet of 461. 16s. 6d. 
for general expenses ? 

Mr. AMBROSE MOORE, a late member of the board, considered it was an un- 
gracious thing totalk about the directors’ fees, now that thecompany had been 
brought by them out of allits entanglements intoa really satisfactory position. 
(Hear, hear.) Owing to good directors and good management, the company had 
before it a very encouraging prospect. Although he would not potter about 
the paltry item of 461. 16s. 6d., preferring to leave it to be dealt with by his 
friend Mr. Davis, yet it might not be out of place to direct attention to the fact 
that the gold yielded during the last six months of last year by the Bolivia Mines, 
after deducting all expenses in New Granada, and expenses in London, and In- 
cluding the 461. 16s. 6d., had left an actual net profit of 2501. The loss had been 
incurred upon the Frontino Mines, owing to the adoption of the same principle 
as that which had been the means of bringing Bolivia into a profitable condi- 
tion—hence the excess of outlay over revenue. It was clear to his mind that if 
the shareholders would only disregard dividends for a short time longer there 
was looming in the distance a career of permanett prosperity. (Hear, hear.) 
As to directors’ fees, he was a strong advocate that all directors should be well 
paid, and for this reason—that if a gentleman be adequately paid to perform 
certain duties his honour was pledged for their due fulfilment. By the Articles 
the directors were empowered to take 10007. per annum for their remuneration, 
but took only 7001. (Hear,hear.) Their managing director, who did not parti- 
cipate in that amount, received a stipend of 3501., which he well deserved. Ile 
(Mr. Moore) was bound to say that Mr. Phillips ably and zealously discharged 
his important duties, and it should be remembered that the 3502. paid to him 
included office rent, clerks, &c. (Hear, hear.) He belicved there was every 
prospect that this company wou!d prove very profitable. 

Mr. HENRY L. PAILLIPS (the managing director) stated it was evident that 
the advices received each month were more and more satisfactory, and in proof 
thereof he desired to fix the attention of his co-shareholders upon a few leading 
facts, It was seen that the operations of the company for the six months end- 
ing Dec. 31 showed a deficit of only 716l., against a loss in the previous six 
months of over 42001.; and this result would have been more favourable but for 
those exceptional items of expenditure in New Granada referred to by their es- 
teemed friend, Mr. Mcore. He wished the proprietors to understand that the 
produce for the first three months of every year was always comparatively 
small, arising from a falling off in the water supply at that season, as well as 
from the temporary absence of miners, who left for the purpose of attending to 
their little plantations. For instance, the average quantity of mineral stamped 
in January, February, and March last year was only some 800 tons per month, 
while the average returns for the remaining nine months increased to as much 
as 1400 tons per month. Bearing thisin mind, what were the facts as regarded 
their present position? The shareholders had seen from the monthly slips for- 
warded from the office that the operations for January had resulted in a profit 
of 4001. ; and for the month of February a loss of only 301 had been ineurred 
(which, however, he would explain, included the cost of raising over 310 tons of 
mineral, containing 150 ozs. of gold), while for the month of March a profit had 
been obtained of 1501. This was a condition of affairs, in his opinion, emi 
nently satisfactory, for, all things being cqual, it was fair to assume that larger 
monthly returns might be henceforth expected, and that consequently increased 
profits would be obtained. (Hear.) It was undoubtedly cheering to be able to 
record these facts; but it was the more especially gratifying to find thata 
signal improvement had taken place in the quality of the mineral which had 
been lately passed through the stamps. In making upthestatistics for the year 
ending Dec. 31, he found that the average yield of gold for that period was only 
one-fourth of an ounce to the ton of mineral crushed, while for the three months 
of the present year the returns stowed that the average produce had been in- 
creased to as much as 4 oz of gold per ton, and they were informed that a con- 
tlouance of this satisfactory result might be fairly expected ; indeed, he might 
state that at the Frontino Mine, during the month of March, the produce had 
improved to nearly 1 oz. of gold per ton of stuff: and, therefore, should these 
expectations be fulfilled, it must be evident that, even with no increase over last 
year’s returns, the yield of gold in the current year would be doubled. Look- 
ing, then, to the fact that the mines would be henceforth makiug good monthly 
returns, and that the profits already made this year would be increased by the 
greater results they were now expecting, he thought he might congratulate his 
co-shareholders upon the important change which had certainly taken place iu 
the condition and prospects of the company, and he saw no reason whatever 
why it should not occupy a good position among the recognised successes of the 
day. Inconclusion, he observed that he and his colleagues had every confidence 
in Mr. Rouch and his able coadjutor, Mr. Grieff, and he hoped that their strong 
recommendations to erect some additional mills would be adopted, in order that 
greater results might be earlier achieved, and justice done to the producing 
capabilities of their admittedly valuable properties. (Hear.) 

Mr. GEORGE BATTERS said, from the time the shares advanced in market value 
to Cierprise, but he recollected to his cost—he had been disassociated with 





2 Weerprise, but he had lately reassoclated himself with the company by 
becofifing a considerable shareholder, and simply because he had complete con- 
fidence in the board. He had watched the company from the time its shares 
were unsaleable until they had attained their present reputabls market exist- 
ence, attributable to the fact that every department had been for the first time 
brought into a respectable working order. When he saw a gentleman of such 
a position as Mr. Charles Martin joining the board he unhesitatingly affirmed 
that that alone was a proof the company’s affairs were at least in a satisfactory 
condition. (Hear, hear.) Having, as he had already said, recently purchased a 
considerable number of shares, he took the occasion only yesterday to call upon 
the managing director, who, in the most ingenuous and, business-like way, laid 
before him (Mr. Batters) every matter relating to the affairs of the company, 
and he could not better illustrate the result of his interview than by stating 
that he was perfectly surprised to find that the position and prospects of the 
company were in such an exceedingly encouraging condition. Hedid not know 
any set of gentlemen in whom he suould feel more disposed to entrust the ma- 
nagement of the company than those who now constituted the board. (Hear.) 
He strongly advocated the conservative policy that was now being pursued, for 
it was utterly suicidal to work any series of mines to a profit for the day if it in- 
volved theruin of the morrow. (Hear, hear.) Conservatism bad been the ordre 
du jour at Bolivia, and they were now only just begiuning to realise the sub- 
stantial results; and Frontino, where the same judicious regime was being pur- 
sued, wou)d quickly follow in the wake. (Hear, hear.) Let the shareholders, 
then, asa y testify their confidence in the board by adopting their recom- 
mendation, and by supporting their sound and well-based policy. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. YOUNG drew attention to the improved yield of the ore, as advised by tho 
last mail.—Mr. PHILLIPS said that the ore was found to improve in quality 
as the explorations were extended. , 

Mr. NOAKEs was much pleased to find that such a successful man in mining 
as Mr. Batters had re-appeared among them as a shareholder, and certainly the 
meeting was much indebted to that gentleman for the practical remarks he had 
made. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. ALLEYNE said he entirely concurred in the sentiments expressed by Mr. 
Ratters. Everything depended upon the directors, and it must be for the wel- 
fare of the company that they all should havo an implicit confidence in the board. 
(Hear, hear.) He had listened attentively to the intelligent speeches of their 
Chairman and managing dircetor, and to the satisfactory information they had 
communicated ; and he could only say the shareholders would be disregarding 
their true interests if they did not submit the administration of their affairs to 
the judgment and discrimination of those gentlemen who had brought the com- 
pany from an almost slough of despond into a remunerative condition. (Hear, 
hear.) Ifthey thought that by the subscription of the small amount intimated 
—I1s. per share—the successful development of the enterprise would be accele- 
rated, let all shareholders cheerfully accord—the interest of the directors was iu 


common with the shareholders, and they would only be promoting their best 
interests to unanimously adopt their recommendation. (Hear, hear.) 

The motion adopting the report was put and carried unanimously. 

Upon the proposition of Mr. NOAKEs, seconded by Mr. Moors, it was agreed 
to re-elect Mr. Foakes as director. 

Upon the proposition of Mr. G. BATTERS, seconded by Mr. NOAKEs, the re- 
election of Mr. Charles Martin as director was agreed to. 

Mr. CHARLES MARTIN having acknowledged the vote, stated that ashort time 
since he engaged a gentleman to inspect a mining property in New Granada, 
and ina communication which he (Mr. Martin) received from the gentleman to 
whom he referred, he stated he should very much like to inspect the Frontino 
and Bolivia Mines, having heard them spoken very highly of inthecountry. The 
result was that he (Mr. Martin) had acquired an interest, and had consented 
to accept a seat at the board, with the view of increasing his interest, believing 
that they would prove a good investment. (Hear, hear.) 

Upon the proposition of Mr. NoAKEs, seconded by Mr. Lows, votes of confi- 
dence and thanks were passed to the Chairman and directors, when the proceed- 
ings terminated. 


ROSSA GRANDE GOLD MINING COMPANY. 
The fourth ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the 
London Tavern, Bishopsgate-street, yesterday, 
Mr. HENRY HAYMEN in the chair. 
Mr. JoHN E. DAWSON (the secretary) read the notice convening 


the meeting. 

The report of the directors (which was referred to in last week’s 
Journal) stated that since the date of the last annual report the company’s 
agents, Messrs. John Moore and Co., have advised that all the necessary docu- 
ments had been obtained, and that the final payment on account of the purchase 
had been effected. Before operations could be carried on in the name of the 
company, application had to be made to the Brazilian Government for per- 
mission to work, and in the month of September, the company’s agents vbtained 
the necessary Government grant, and the Imperial Decree duly appeared in 
the Official Gazette. In June last the directors succeeded in purchasing on 
most favourable terms the celebrated ‘‘Gongo Soco’’ estate. This property 
which adjoins the Rossa Grande estate, formerly belonged to the Imperial 
Brazilian Mining Association, and paid in dividends alone upwards of 375,0001, 
Capt. Treloar states that he entertains the most sanguine expectations ofagain 
obtaining highly satisfactory results from this mine, and considers that the 
acquisition of an extensive jacotinga formation, such as Gongo Soco, in addition 
to and adjoining the company’s valuable quartz rock formation, will be of the 
greatest importance to the company. The work of developing the property has 
steadily progressed. The work, which under any circumstances ts necessarily a 
somewhat tedious operation, has in the present instance been rendered much 
more so owing to the scarcity of labour, consequent upon the war with Para- 
guay. Had this not been the case, the mines would by this time have been in a 
far more advanced state. The directors draw attention to Capt. Treloar’s 
opinion, that the lode opened out in the Mina de Serra will pay well for work- 
ing, and that the unexplored portion of the property offers a magnificent fleld 
for operations. The famous *‘ Bahu Mine,’ the ‘‘ Caco lode,’’ or Third Rock 
formation, and the celebrated ‘* Gongo Soco’’ Mine have yet to be opened out. 
The following highly satisfactory information was received by the last mail re- 
lative to the explorations already commenced in the Bahu Mine :—‘‘ At the 
Bahu Mine we*have cleared out and unwatered the old mine east of the main 
old working. The size of the lode we found here varies from 6 in. to 2 feet. 
Samples have been taken and tried (10 in number) at different points of this 
lode, of which the poorest will average not under 5 oits. per ton, and the 
richer exceed 12 oits. of gold. We shall be obliged to secure the mine first before 
extracting any of the lode.’’ The gold returns for the year has amounted to 
9391 olts., or 1083 ozs. troy, and has realised the sum of 4051/7. 1s. 8d. Bearing 
in mind that the operations during the year have necessarily been confined 
chiefly to the work of developing the property, this produce, although small, 
may be considered satisfactory. The directors feel confidence in congratulating 
the proprietors upon the prospects of the company, which may be summed up 
from the various reports as follow:—A portion of the mine has been fairly 
opened, the lodes met with, so far, give in some cases 5 oits., and in others 
12 oits. to the ton, and only force (which it is expected will be shortly avail- 
able) is now required to make profits. In addition to this, the Rossa Grande 
Company has, in Capt. Treloar’s opinion, a magnificent field for exploration (an 
allimportant element in successful mining), 50 much so that he predicts the com- 
pany will, at no distant date, rank amongst the greatest companies of the day. 


The original report of Mr. Hilcke, dated Jan. 31, 1868, was read, 


The CHAIRMAN said that the object he had in view in having this 
report read was that those who had become shareholders since that 
document was originally circulated should have the most perfect 
knowledge of what the superintendent, upon his taking charge of 
that which then formed the whole of the company’s property, had said as to 
the time that he computed would elapse before successful results would be ob- 
talned, and so enable him (the Chairman) to show, from the facts subsequentiy 
circulated from time to time among the shareholders, how far those results 
were likely to be realised, and how far his predictions were in every way 
likely to be fulfilled. From the time the shareholders did him (the Chair- 
man) the honour to elect him the chairman of the company—and he would 
not take the slightest responsibility for anything that was done before that 
period—two years had elapsed, although practically the affairs had been in 
his hands only 18 months, to enable him to place the undertaking in the 
position which it ought to occupy. The loss of six months arose from the fact 
that immediately upon his election he pointed out to the board the absolute 
necessity of changing the management, but unfortunately the gentleman whom 
the board had selected to fill the post of superintendent died a short time before 
the letter authorising the appointment was received in Brazil. That threw 
them back some months, and, therefore, as be had Just stated, the present board 
had had the controi of the company’s affairs for not more than 18 months, 
When he (the Chairman) joined the company a large amount of the capital had 
beeu expended, and there was a very weak share list; and all he could say was 
that if he had then known what he afterwards knew he would never have been 
connected with the company. He was glad, however, to say that everything 
had been brought into a satisfactory condition, without preference shares or 
anything of that kind, while the financial position of the company was such 
that he did not believe another call of 1s. per share would be required. 
The advices which had been forwarded to the shareholders from time to time 
had shown that far more than their superintendent promised in his reports had 
been borne out by results, in addition to which they had secured the celebrated 
Gongo Soco Mine. That property, which in his (the Chatrman’s) opinion was 
one of the best Jacotinga formations in Brazil, had been secured for the mere 
bagatelle amount of 50001, but which under any other circumstances would not 
have been secured for 25,0002, or 30,0001,—such was the opinion of parties in 
Brazil as tothe mine. Notwithstanding what might be said to the contrary, 
he hesitated not to say that the Gongo Soco, when the property of the National 
Brazilian Association, did not fail because it had no gold, but because those 
who were entrusted with its management did not know how to work it. He 
stated most confidently that the Rossa Grande Company would have failed had 
the management at the time he joined the company continued. He had heard 
surprise expressed that such a small monthly produce was being realised; all 
he could say was that the produce could have been brought to four times the 
amount if instead of mining the property were gutted. Their object had been to 
carefully deduct from the different points, and to show with satisfaction to 
themselves and to the shareholders that the property would prove of permanent 
value. Some portions of the lodes yielded ore producing 12 oits. per ton, which 
he thought all would admit proved that they possessed a most valuable pro- 
perty. He could assure them that it was being worked most advantageously, 
and that the results in a short time would be all that they could wish, (Tlear, 
hear.) As to Gongo Soco, he had not the slightest doubt that that mine would 
again be made as rich as it once was; and, referring to the properties of the 
companies generally, he stated that when they were got into fair working con- 
dition the shareholders would possess one of the largest gold-producing proper- 
ties in Brazil. (Hear, hear.) He believed that in two or three months the re- 
turns would become very large, and that they would be maintained, although, 
of course, varying from time to time; and if at this time next year he was not 
in a position to recommend a very handsome dividend he should be much dis- 
appointed. (Hear, hear.) He then moved that the report be received and 
adopted.—~-Mr. WILDE seconded the proposition. 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply to a question, stated that the last advices referred to 
the fact that labourers were coming in, and, therefore, that difficulty would in 
all probability be removed. But, from negociations he had had with the Bra- 
zilian Minister, he thought there were grounds for believing that the Govern- 
ment would take steps to prevent the labourers at the mines being taken away 
for war purposes, (Hear, hear.) 

The report was received and unanimously adopted. 

The retiring directors were re-elected, and Messrs. Cash and Edwards, were 
re-appointed auditors. 

A cordial vote of thanks was passed to the Chairman and directors. 

The meeting then separated.

The imports of coal into France have thus rather materially declined of late; 
the increase in the imports of coke is explained by the revival which has taken 


place in metallurgical affairs of late in France. he exports of coal from France 
in the first three months of this year comprised 94,536 tons, as compared with 
79,648 tons in the corresponding period of 1868, and 65,764 tons in the corre- 
sponding period of 1847. The increase in the exports this year is attributed to 
exports having been made to Egypt to the extent of 22,126 tons. The exports of 
coke from France in the first three mouths of this year comprised 7959 tons, as 
compared with 10,433 tons in the corresponding period of 1868, and 6445 tons In 
the corresponding period of 1867. Turkey and Italy have become rather im- 
portant clients to France in the matter of coal. 

The most prominent fact which has occurred in the Belgian coal 





and coke trades is a serious advance which has taken place in coke 


in the Centre and in the Liége basin, Sustained orders which have 
come to hand from the French metallurgical group of the Haute- 
Marne have caused coke to rise to 13s. 8d. per ton; it is expected that the ad- 
vance will be carried still further, as the requirements of metallurgical industry 
are considerable, and are far from being satisfied. The position of the collieries 
has not varied much of late. It is stated that a number of contracts have been 
renewed of late, but many intending purchasers still hold off, as they hope that 
the conditions now required by coal-workers will shortly become more favour- 
able. Meanwhile, prices may be said to remain without variation. The most 
perfect tranquility now prevails as well at Charleroi as at Mons and Liége, and 
it is affirmed that no difficuity is pending at present between employers and em- 
ployed. The workpeople have everywtere returned to their work. 

There are still complaints as to inequalities of tariffs on the Bel- 
gian State Railways. The condition of the Belgian iron trade is still 
spoken of favourably ; there is, in fact, an extraordinary abundance 
of work on hand, and no establishment of any importance is in a po- 
sition to undertake contracts to be executed this year. Refining pig, hard tron, 
is quoted at 2/7, 18s.; mixed, 2l. 16s. ; soft, 27. 10s. per ton. Casting pig of good 
quality (No. 5) is quoted at 31. 4s. to 31.6s. perton. Belgian ironmasters remark 
with satisfaction that the imports of English pig into Belgium have sensibly 
diminished this year. The Thy-le-Chateau Blast Furnaces and Forges Com- 
pany has fixed its dividend for 1868 at 10 per cent. per annum; this dividend 
will be paid in cash, on July 1, 

The condition of metallurgical industry in the Haute-Marne re- 
mains much the same; orders for iron are abundant, and previous 
prices are easily maintained. On the other hand, charcoal-made re- 
fining pig is comparatively neglected ; one small transaction is re- 
ported to have been concluded at St. Dizter at 47. 1s, 8d. perton, free at St Dizler. 
The metallurgical establishments of the Nord do not present less activity than 
those of the Haute-Marne; the forgemasters of the Nord are literally encum- 
bered with orders. The entry into Paris was officially noted during April of 
3680 tons of iron, intended to be applied to building purposes, and 3954 tons of 
castings, intended to be applied to the same object. ‘The corresponding imports 
in April, 1868, were 3584 tons of iron and 1930 tons of castings. A certain ac- 
tivity prevails in the metallurgical establishmeuts of the Ardennes group; Bré- 
villy, Messempré, and Blagny are working with their full strength, and a blast- 
furnace is about to be lighted at Stenay for the production of casting and re- 
fining pig. The works of this last-mentioned locality are now making axles 
and rolled charcoal-made iron, which is forwarded to Paris at 9/, 12s. to 91. 168. 
per ton, delivered free at La Villette. A letter from Ars-sur-Moselle states that 
in that neighbourhood the owners of blast-furnaces are endeavouring to turn to 
account the refuse of their forges by converting it into paving blocks; some 
specimens may now be seen in some of the streets of Metz. A meetingof landed 
proprietors and forgemasters of the Moselle group has just taken place at 
Longwy to discuss the means of securing the construction of a branch running, 
via Esch, toa girdle line recently voted in the Luxembourg. No decision ap- 
pears to have been arrived at by the mecting. 

Copper, lead, and zine have displayed some feebleness upon the 
continental markets. Tin has enioyed, however, some favour, and 
has advanced, in consequence of sales effected for speculative pur- 
poses ; the last advices report, however, some weakness in this article 
also. The stock of Banca in Holland was estimated at the close of May at 
136,898 ingots, as compared with 171,257 ingots at the close May, 1868, and 197,824 
ingots at the close of May, 1867. The deliveries of May for the last three years 
were respectively 3400, 11,739, and 9884 ingots. ‘The deliveries from Jan. 1 to the 
close of May were 44,451 ingots, as compared with 54,237 ingots in the corre- 
sponding period of 1868, and 40,114 ingots in the corresponding perion of 1867. 
The quantity of Banca under sail was estimated at the close of May at 13,700 
ingots, against 46,150 ingots at the close of May, 1868, The stock of Billiton at 
the close of May was estimated at 7252 ingots, against 7827 in May, 1868. 





FOREIGN MINES. 


CAPE CoPpPER.—April 24: The superintendent writes—Spectakel : 
I send you progress plans of Spectakel up to date, and am glad to report that 
the yieid for last quarter amounted to 264 mine tons (277 imperial tons) of ore, 
averaging 3244 percent. The mining agent’s report and cost-sheet will go by 
next mail.—Ooklep: You will learn with satisfaction that in the 20 fm. level, 
at Ooklep, Job's branch, running east of flookan course, has much improved, 
and is producing from 114 to 2 tons of fine ore per fathom. It is considered that 
when the arrangements for mule transport are completed, the carriage by this 
mode, independently of ox traffic, will be about 100 tons per month. Bill of lading 
for 50 tons, per present steamer, is enclosed: 118 tons were sold by public ticket 
on the 25th ult., at 13s. 5d. per unit. 

IMPERIAL SILVER QUARRIES,—May 10: Twenty feetof tunnel were 
accomplisbed last week. On Friday we struck porphyry, overlaid by a seam of 
a talcose substance, in the bottom of the tunnel, which to-day is well over the 
face. It is impossible, without considerable labour, to ascertain the width of 
the belt of porphyry on top. 

May 17.—Tweny-one feet of tunnel were accomplished last week. We have 
still a little of the old enemy in patches on the right side of the tunnel, but it 
has considerably broken up. 

ANGLO-ITALIAN.—Mr. P. Morrison reports—General Operations : 
Gallery Frisa No. 1—Winze No.1: Total depth, 20 metres; the lode, south of 
bottom, is somewhat smaller, and making northwards ; these changes, however, 
are of daily occurrence, The quality of the ore is better; last trial made 11 dwts, 
—Winze No. 2: Total depth, 3°10 metres ; the cutting of the Frisa lode has been 
effected at this point, size and quality being alike to that of No. 1.—Gallery 
Frisa, No. 2: Total length, 21°10 metres; a marked improvement has taken place 
the end carrying irregular patches of magnetic pyrites.—Cross-cut risa, No. 3: 
Total length, 12°20 metres ; The intersection of the lode may be expected next 
month ; the ground still hard fordriving.—Gallery Boscon d'Oro: Totallength, 
37 metres. Nochange to note. The end still disordered.—Toni Gallery: Sink- 
ing we have been compelled to suspend forthe present, owing to the greatinflux 
of water. This unavoidable stoppage is much to bo regretted, as the develop- 
ment of the above place is of the ucmost importance.—Gallery Asinos: A great 
improvement has taken place in the north end size of the lode; 70 centimetres 
average produce 15dwts. Bottom of winze has likewise improved, the lode from 
the end making towards that point. Under date of June 5, Mr, Morrison writes 
that fair weather has set in, and fair progress is being made. 

VAL ANTIGORIA.—Thos. Roberts, June 5: We distilled the amal- 
gain obtained up to this date yesterday, which ylelded one ingot of gold, welgh- 
ing 39 ozs. 15 dwts. 8grs. To day we consigned it for remittance to the office. 
This gold is the product from 89 tons of ore, showing an average of 9dwta, 
2249 grs. per ton.

REMARKS.—There has been a decidedly improved feeling in the 
Metal Market during the past week, and the amount of business trans- 
acted has increased. A very much better enquiry also exists, and 
there now seems good reason to hope that much more animation will 
be manifested in the metal trade than has been the case for some 
weeks, The orders from India also have been rather more abundant, 
and are, we trust, an earnest of a much improved trade being done 
with that portion of the empire. It is satisfactory to find that the 
directors of the Bank of England at their weekly meeting, on Thurs- 
day, reduced the Bank rate of discount to 4 per cent., and it seems 
by no means improbable that, should no unforeseen circumstances 
arise to interfere with the movement, a further reduction will take 
placed ere long. This will have a decidedly advantageous in- 
fluence upon commercial operations, which, to a certain extent, have 
been checked by the advance in the rate of interest made at the 
commencement of the lastmonth. But now that the Money Market 
has become easier we may fairly look for some extension in business, 
and that in the metal trade we shall have rather more briskness than 
has lately prevailed. The excited state of public feeling in Paris 
does not appear to have subsided now that the elections are over, 
and it looks very much as if it presaged the commencement of a 
change taking place in the form of Government in that country, and 
cannot be received without some uneasiness by all well-wishers of 
France. We trust, however, that this excitement may calm down 
ere long, and that whatever reforms may be necessary may be left to 
the legislative body to be carried out by them in a constitutional 
manner, as whatever interferes with the present regime will be sure 
to have a prejudicial influence upon commerce, at all events, for a 
time ; and it is not st all desirable that anything should arise to re- 
tard or hinder the progress which it is so important should take place 
in all commercial operations in whichour own country is connected. 

CopPrER.—Advices have been received from Valparaiso, dated 
May 10, which state that since the report of the 2d of that month 
no charters had been entered into. This intelligence has had the 
effect of causing rather more firmness in the market, and prices have 
become a little stiffer. The demand, however, is not at present active. 

IroN.—In Staffordshire there has been fully as good a demand 
during the week, and orders, though still only small in amount, have 
come to hand from the United States, India, andthe Continent. The 
home demand remains quiet at present, but there is an expectation 
that a gradual recovery is being experienced. The demand for rails 
is the great feature of the trade, and its extent is illustrated by the 
fact that the value of the railway iron exported in April was nearly 
double what is was in the corresponding month of 1867, and 50 per 
cent. in advance of that of 1868, and this in spite of the great de- 
cline in the export of that class of iron to India. In Welsh, home 
requirements keep below expectations, although there is some im- 
provement as compared with three months ago, Buyers do not, as 
formerly, make purchases in anticipation, but are content to have 
little or no stocks, and this keeps prices lower than they would other- 
wise be. In the exports to foreign markets about the usual degree 
of vitality is evinced, the Russian and American markets taking by 
far the largest quantities, In Swedish iron the demand still con- 
tinues good. In Scotch pig-iron a fair amount of business has been 
done in warrants, but towards the close the market has become less 
strong, and business has been done at 50s, 9d. cash, and 51s, one month. 
LEAD,—A little better demand has existed during the week, but 
still the market shows no activity ; prices are still rather easier, 
T1N.—The market for Straits has become more quiet, and the price 
ruling last week has not been maintained. Business has been done 
at 1347, cash, and more recently at 1337, cash, which may now be con- 
sidered the quotation. 

SPELTER.—The demand has considerably improved during the 
week, and a good business has been done at advanced prices. The 
market is now firm at 217. for parcels on the spot, 
TIN-PLATES.—The works continue in regular employ, and cokes 
especially are in good request.

THE SALT TRADE.—That the establishment of a Liberal Govern-

on Tuesday evening. Mr. Boutet carefully explained to His Majesty 
the various details connected with the construction. The Emperior, 
with a view to convince himself of the value of the system, stood 
upon one of the little models, and expressed himself astonished at the incredible 
Fr ity which it possessed in every respect, and the relative lightness of a 
locomotive and tender constructed on the scale of the bridge. His Majesty then 
proceeded to examine the little bridge intended for the school at Vervins (Aisne), 
and walked over the foot-bridge, which is almost finished, and which is to unite 
the Senlis promenade with the railway, afterwards turning his attention to the 
mode of making the cables and “ tresses,’’ questioning Mr. Boutet very closely 
and with much interest as to the facility of execution, and the great economy 
that will result from the application of the system to the construction of bridges 
in general. 

Before leaving the Emperor went into the offices to see the large plans of the 
Channel Bridge, the details of which were carefullyexamined. His Majesty put 
several questions as to the dilatation and oxidation of the metal, as to the means 
of verifying the form of the bed of the sea, so as to facilitate the fixing of the 
piles, and getting them level in case the bed should be unexpectedly irregular— 
the questions displaying a thorough knowledge of the subject, and that he had 
studied the matter to {ts foundation. His Majesty warmly congratulated M. 
Boutet, and desired him to send his plans and pamphlet to him as soon as they 
were printed. 

Mr. Boutet availed himself of the opportunity to present Commander Porteu, 
of the Imperial Marine Artillery, and the promoter of a large bridge from St. 
Malo to St. Servan 4 Dinard, who, having visited Paris to consult Mr. Boutet 
on the subject, happened to be present at the moment of the Emperor’s visit. 
Commander Porteu was very graciously received by his majesty, who listened 
with great attention to his explanation of the advantages which will result from 
the construction of the bridge, which will be fully a kilometre in length, with 
but one support, at the Bizeux rock. Mr. Boutet showed the Emperor his plans 
for the said bridge, which is 20 metres in width, and is to carry a railway as 
well asa carriage way and pavement for foot passengers. Hismajesty remarked 
that this would be a good application of the Boutct system, and that Commander 
Porteu might send him the memoir which he had prepared upon this project 
as soon as it was printed. 





FEARFUL COLLIERY EXPLOSION—SIXTY LIVES Lost.—The Fern- 
dale Colliery, where some 200 lives were lost in October, 1867, has been the scene 
of another fearful explosion, by which about 60 persons have been killed, and 
many others seriously injured. The pit, which is situated in the Blaenllecha 
Valley, is one of the largest pits in the district, the output being from 200 to 
800 tons perday. The proprietors, Messrs. D, Davies and Sons, bear the reputa- 
tion for sparing no expense in obtaining the best appliances that human inge- 
nuity can invent for securing the absolute safety of the large number of hands 
employed in the works—500 or 600. This has especially characterised them as 
proprietors since the last fatal visitation. The works are divided into three 
districts, each separate and distinct from each other, the theory being that 
should an explosion occur in one of the districts, the others would be unaffected 
by the occurrence. The theory lamentably failed, as we all know in the explo- 
sion of last year, when two of the districts, Blaenllecha and Rhondda, yielded 
nearly 200 burnt or suffocated corpses. On that occasion the men in the Duf- 
fryn escaped without injury Up to ten minutes past two the searching party 
had succeeded in sending 45 bodies up, and shortly afterwards a man came up 
in the cage, who said that eight stalls still remained unsearched. It is pro- 
bable that two bodies at least will be found in each of these stalls, so that the 
number of deaths will amount to very nearly sixty. Mr. T. E. Wales, the Go- 
vernment Inspector for the district, wasspeedily ou the spot, prepared to render 
any aid in his power. Mr. Overton, the coroner, opened the inquest at Ponty- 
pridd on Friday, and the jury, having viewed the bodies, in order that the 
certificates for burial might be given, the enquiry was adjourned for a week. 

The latest telegram states that the explosion has fired the seam, 
and that a dam wall has been run up to isolate the danger. Au open safety- 
lamp was found near the spot where the weight of the explosion occurred, and 
a pipe and tobacco were close to the body of a man who appeared to be the owner 
of the lamp. If this be confirmed at the coroner’s enquiry, no doubt will re- 
main as to the cause of this terrible catastrophe.

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THE SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE COAL FIELD. 


The traveller from Birmingham to the North, when he has reached 
the Dudley Port Station, on the London and North-Western System, 
will observe in the distance a range of hills upon his left hand, From 
the fact that the highest of the range is being extensively quarried, 
he will correctly conclude, if he has any knowledge of the geology of 
the district, that he is looking at the Rowley Hills. These he will 
remember constitute one of the four chief domes of basalt which 
Prof. BeeTE JUKES has delineated upon his map of South Stafford- 
shire as coming up through the coal measures to the surface. Mr. 
HENRY JOHNSON, mining engineer, of Dudley, who is the hon. sec. 
of the South Staffordshireand Kast Worcestershire Institute of Mining 
Engineers, in a thoroughly practical paper “On the Green Rock and 
Basalt of the South Staffordshire Coal Field,” which he read in May 
last year before the Manchester Geological Society, and which has 
been printed in the Transactions of that association, speaks of the 
range as one hill, two miles long, about one mile wide, and 700 feet 
above the level of the sea. The Rowley Hill caps the coal measures, 
which in some places lie beneath it at a depth of between 700 and 
800 ft. The Thick coal and other mines, Mr, JOHNSON explains, have 
been worked far beneath the edges of this basalt, and in one or two 
instances nearly to the centre of the dome, without, however, any 
rising column or pipe of basalt coming up from the strata below, 
After Mr, JOHNSON read his paper—indeed, only very recently—more 
coal has been found under the foot of the range on the Rowley side. 
There is now no doubt that the Thick coal extends under the town of 
Rowley Regis. 

If the railway traveller, having observed the quarry before men- 
tioned, should keep a look-out along the same range, looking forward 
in the direction of the spot where Dudley Castle rises out of itsseem- 
ingly umbrageous hill, his eye will be arrested by a pit-frame of con- 
siderable altitude standing between two stacks. Hence he will 
gather that the Rowley Hill is being pierced by the miner at nearly 
its apex. A twelvemonth ago the hill was left to the industrious 
quarryman and the browsing cattle; and so little was it expected 
that anyone would have courage enough to pierce the thick lava in 
the rational hope of finding good thick coal, that a merchant seek- 
ing a pleasant site for a residence beyond reach, if not beyond sight, 
of colliery boiler stacks, bought a slice of the hill, and put up his 
house within hardly more than a dozen yards of the spot now occu- 
pied by the pit gearing and stacks just pointed out, These, however, 
now indicate the position of the Earl DUDLEY’s Oakham pits, which 
are the most interesting of the recent sinkingsin the Seuth Stafford- 
shire coal field, and are intended to win no less than 90 acres, if that 
extent of property there should be worth the winning, 

Two pits have been sunk to the depth of 250 yards, roads have 
been driven out right and left, and at the deepest point they are some 
70 yards below the level at which the workings are entered fromthe 
shafts. In sinking the pits several ends of the basalt were passed 
through, and the roads exhibit one of the most interesting series of 
sections of intrusive rocks anywhere to be found. The contorted 
character of the coal in many places, together with its charred ap- 
pearance where it has been acted upon by the heat of the adjaceut 
lava-flow, render these pits a most instructive and important geolo- 
gical study. “Instructive ” they, doubtless, are to their noble pro- 
prietor, who has spent already, probably, 10,0007. upon them, with 
the result hitherto of finding 5 acres of good to 20 acres of, in the 
in the present day, hardly more than valueless coal, Finding that 
his search in one direction promised nothing worth seeking, Mr. 'T. 
LATHAM, who is Lord DUDLEY’s mine agent for this portion of the 
estate, pushed forward his researches inthe other. The further these 
go the more encouraging they become. Good thick coal has been 
found, and much more, it is believed, will yet be developed, Singu- 
larly enough, the most promising clue was found nearly immediately 
under the quarry, which, as we have stated, is the surface working 
of the highest point of the dome-range. This at once disposes of the 
hypothesis of some of the geologists that the Rowley hills were the 
centre of the voleanic action by which the green rock has been so 
extensively diffused throughout the South Staffordshire basin ; and 
it is conclusive of the views on the peint of the diffusion expressed 
at Manchester by Mr. JOHNSON. What these Oakham pits have 
shown, taken in connection with the discoveries nearer to Rowley, 
points to resources which will, in all probability, abundantly recom- 
pense the outlay to which Earl DUDLEY has gone, at the same time 
that it will go far to demonstrate the worth of the property held by 
neighbouring proprietors. 

In the cutting of the roads of the Oakham pits large quantities of 
exceedingly explosive gas were given off, yet afterwards naked lights 
can be used with impunity. The emission of inflammable gas almost 
invariably attends the workings in the immediate vicinity of the in- 
truded trap. Mr. JoHNSON describes the flame as very often tinged 
with a crimson colour instead of blue, as with ordinary carburetted 
hydrogen gas; and he asks—* May not this crimson tinge, and its 
unusually high explosive character, be due to the presence of carbonic 
oxide, pent up in the pores of the altered coal, after the partial de- 
structive distillation by contact with the intrusive rocks?” 

If in the continued operationsin the Oakham pits the lamps should 
be insufficient to prevent an explosion, then it may be confidently as- 
sumed that the deadly choke-damp (carbonic acid), which usually kills 
four-fifths of the men who die from an explosion, will not be fatal 
to that extent here. 


pening on either side only one pair of doors would be blown out, 
whilst the other pair, after opening, would immediately close again. 
Thus it is inferred that the carbonic acid would prove destructive to 
half the number who would be exposed to its influence if the doors 
were not used. The excellent apparatus is the sole invention of Mr. 
THOMAS LATHAM. No less care has been taken to prevent accidents 
from overwinding or from the dislodgment of the cage whilst in the 
shaft. The readers of the Mining Journal will remember that Mr. 
LATHAM, in conjunction with Mr. PASSFIELD, is the inventor of some 
very effective catches, by which both these objects are attained. 

The Oakham Pits were visited on Tuesday last by an unusually 
numerous muster of the members of the Dudley and Midland Geo- 
logical Society, after they had held their annual meeting in the Geo- 
logical Museum at Dudley. Before they were taken below ground, 
a part of what they were likely to see was elucidated upon a coloured 
section, some 27 feet long, which Mr. RICHARD LATHAM (son of Mr. 
THOMAS LATHAM) had himself got up, and which he explained with 
intelligent perspicuity. The diagram was immensely admired, and 
it was so inordinately coveted that, amidst an outburst of thanks, 
its clever author presented it to the society. Below ground the visi- 
tors were conducted by the Messrs. LATHAM, and they were privi- 
leged in having the presence of Mr. JOHNSON, whose opinions were 
evidently the result of much research in the basaltic formations of 
that district. The action of the spring doors underground, and of 
the spring catches above ground, were illustrated to the local savans, 
amongst whom were some of the first mining engineers of Stafford- 
shire, and by whom both were cordially approved, 








THE RECKLESSNESS OF COLLIERS. 


It would form one of the most interesting chapters in connection 
with colliery operations if it could be clearly ascertained how many 
of the accidents which annually occur in the working of mines could 
be directly traced to the carelessness—or, what is still worse, the 
culpable and criminal recklessness—of the collier. That underground 
life is pregnant with danger, that occurrences termed “ accidents” 
may take place at any moment, no one can deny; but that a large 
number of lives are annually lost from preventable causes is equally 
apparent, and fully verified by almost every-day experience. Of late 
years engineering and mechanical skill has done much in reducing 
what are termed “ accidents,” and, consequently, loss of life, but no 
engineering skill or mechanical ingenuity can guard against the care- 
lessness or recklessness of the collier; and this itis which has formed, 
and still continues to form, the most prolific source of those deplor- 
able events which all so much lament. Our collieries may be laid 
out with most commendable skill, every known means of giving the 
best ventilation may be adopted, safety-lamps may be exclusively 
used, timber for propping purposes may be supplied in abundance, 
there may be the utmost vigilance on the part of the general mana- 
ger, but so long as the collier is regardless or reckless of his own life 
and safety so long will explosions occur, falls of roof take place, 
and many valuable lives be annually sacrificed. 

From the Government statistical returns, which have just been pub- 
lished, we find that during the year 1868 the total quantity of coal 
raised in Great Britain—England and Scotland—was 104,566,959 
tons, which were raised from 3262 collieries, in which were employed 
346,820 colliers. The number of separate accidents which occurred 
during the same period was 860, which sacrificed 1011 lives, being 
one life for every 403 separate accident, and for every 343 per- 
sons employed. There were 121,589 tons of coal raised for every 
separate accident, and only one life lost for every 103,429 tons of 
coal raised. These figures are most satisfactory, showing a consi- 
derable decrease in almost every department, so far as loss of life is 
concerned, upon any previous year, and at the same time proves the 
advance of engineering and mechanical skill in improving the ven- 
tilation of collieries and the general working of mines. On the other 
hand, no person can give an attentive perusal to the various classes 
in which these accidents occurred without being sensibly impressed 
with the belief that, in all human probability, many of the “acci- 
dents” occurred in consequence of sheer negligence or recklessness 
of thecolliers themselves. Infact, Mr. LIONEL BRovuGH, of Bristol, 
the Inspector of collieries and mines for the South-Western District, 
and one of the most able and experienced men in the kingdom, com- 
mences his last annual report with the remark that in his district 
only one death took place from explosion of fire-damp, and “even 
that event should not by any means have taken place; it was a blun- 
der, and had its source in ignorance.” It would be an easy matter 
to multiply instances showing the number of lives which are being 
continually sacrificed by the open disregard of the rules and regula- 
tions of the pits, and the wanton violation of those precautionary 
measures which the Legislature wisely endeavour to enforce, and 
which superior engineering skill and foresight deem essential to the 
safe and profitable working of collieries. Scarcely a week passes but 
the press records instances in which some flagrant violation of rules 
takes place, in which the greatest danger has been incurred, and yet 
these cautions and warnings pass by disregarded, and the collier ap- 
pears ns reckless and unheedful of life as ever. Ignorance is un- 
questionably the cause of many of those fearful explosions, and con- 
sequent loss of life, which occasionally occur, but one would imagine 
that no collier could be so destitute of common sense as not to know 
when additional props are required to prevent falls of roof, which 
during the last year proved fatal to no less than 307 persons, and 
falls of coal to 138 additional—falls thus proving fatal to 445 per- 
sons, whilst the much more dreaded enemy “ explosions and after- 
damp” sacrificed only 154 lives. 

Whilst it cannot be ignored that recklessness and open violation 
of rules and regulations constantly occur on the part of colliers, it 
should be the effort, whilst at the same time it is the duty, of pro- 
proprietors and managers to adopt all repressive measures at their 
command. The safety of the lives of the whole of the colliers em- 
ployed, and the valuable property entrusted to the care of the general 
manager, makes it imperative that a reckless or wanton breach of 
rules should be promptly and most severely dealt with. Hunan life 
is too sacred to allow of any trifling. No false modesty on the part 
of the proprietor or manager, or so called mercy on the part of 
the magistrate, should be allowed to intervene, for instance, in the 
case of the man who would open his safety-lamp in the known pre- 
sence of the fatally explosive gas; and no charitable consideration 
on the part of the colliers themselves should endeavour to screen the 
one who would act so daringly and defiantly. If it were generally 
known throughout all collieries in the kingdom that any reckless- 
ness or wauton act would be punished with the utmost severity of 
the law, and it may be the names of the offenders printed and con- 
spicuously suspended in the colliery as the “black list,” we think 
one great and effectual step would have been taken to prevent those 
“ accidents,” so called, to which we now refer, 

But if measures of punishment and severity should be adopted, is 
it not equally the interest of proprietors and managers to encourage 
obedience and attention to the observance of all rules and regula- 
tions? We know that upon many of our principal railways pecuni- 
ary rewards are held out to pointsmen, signalmen, and others upon 
whose zealous and efficient discharge of duty the lives and safety of 
the passengers so much depend. If during the year no accident has 
occurred, from the points being wrongly turned, or an improper sig- 
nal given, the officer in charge has either a small advance made in 
his weekly wages, or some substantial reward is given him at Christ- 
mas. Could not some such system be adopted in all our collieries? 
For instance, could not some plan be instituted by means of which 
it could be held out to those whose duty it is to provide proper tim- 
ber for propping, that in the event of no fall from roof occurring 
during the year, the wages of the person so engaged should be ad- 
vanced a shilling or two per week, or invested publicly in the pre- 
sence of the whole of the men in the pit with some “insignia of 
honour,” for an efficient discharge of duty? Door-boys also, upon 
whose attention and care the ventilation of the pit so much depends, 
should also be encouraged. A silver medal, bearing an appropriate

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dangerous under the most favourable circumstances, but it is the 
interest and duty of one and all to endeavour to lessen the number 
of “ accidents,” and decrease the loss of life. We rejoice in the steps 
taken in this direction of late years, and believe that, with due pun- 
ishment on the one hand for reckless and wanton conduct, and a 
public recognition and reward of merit and attention to duties on 
the other, very many of the accidents which occur would be pre- 
vented. The saving of life is, of course, the great object of all en- 
gaged in mining operations; and it is with the view to suggest more 
effective means for so doing that we have deemed it our duty thus 
prominently to refer to the subject. 








ASSURING COLLIERS’ LIVES. 


The first practical adoption in this country of a plan of assuring 
colliers’ lives, upon a principle capable of general application, has 
taken place in Staffordshire. There the custom has been for the em- 
ployers of the thin coal men to deduct 3d. a week from the wages of 
their operatives, as a kind of accident and burial fund, For this they 
allow 5s. a week and a surgeon during disablement after an accident ; 
and they provide a coffin, and make some small allowance to relatives, 
in case of death, 

Enquiry has satisfied a London accident and life assurance com- 
pany that 3d. a week, paid six months in advance, for each workman, 
at any colliery in Staffordshire, will justify them in assuring his life 
for 6s. a week, and a surgeon, during two years of disablement, #aa® 
157, at death. Some of the large employers of thin coal colliers in 
Staffordshire have consented to accept the terms, and are paying six 
monthsinadvance. The firm by whom the principle was first adopted 
was Messrs, GROUCUTT and SONS, iron and coal masters, of Bilston. 
Singularly enough one of their men has been the first of those as- 
sured to be killed. The poor fellow was a young man, engaged as 
hanger-on, at the bottom of a pit, and not getting out of the wage-of 
a descending cage, was crushed to death. 

The inquest was held last Saturday, and both the Coroner and the 
Government Inspector expressed their satisfaction at the arrange- 
ments which the man’s employers had made for his immediate rela- 
tives. These are an aged father and mother with whom he lived, aud 
it is easy to understand that they were warm in the acknowledg- 
ments of the benefit which their son’s masters had secured for them, 
By the terms of the policies, the employers are made trustees for the 
distribution of the money when the society has paidit. It can, there- 
fore, be disbursed in the manner which shall tend most, in the judg- 
ment of the employers, to the benefit of the deceased’s relatives, It 
is very desirable that the amount alike of relief and of money at 
death should be made larger, and the colliers themselves have it in 
their power very easily to double the sums we have mentioned. We 
do not despair of their consenting to an arrangement which would 
very largely augment the benefits they would derive from the plan. 
The Government Inspector is desirous of helping them as much as 
possible, and by the time this appears in print Mr. BAKER will have 
been in personal communication with the directors, with the view of 
facilitating this state of things. 

The association commenced to extend their operations to colliers 
because, happening to take to a business which assured colliers’ lives 
upon the Continent, it occurred to them that the plan might be ex- 
tended to Great Britain. South Staffordshire was fixed upon for the 
trial of the experiment, because there the accidents are not, as in 
some other districts, inclusive of the deaths of very many men at 
once, At the same time, negociations have been commenced with 
other districts with a view to arriving at bases of payment which 
shall be fair alike to assured and assurers. Cornwall, it seems at 
present likely, will be the next district in which the principle will 
come into operation. 








THE MINES REGULATION BILL. 


We regret to hear that this measure, which is evidently conceived 
in aconciliatory spirit, and which has no other object than to promote 
greater safety in working, and greater cordiality between masters aud 
men, has some chance of being wrecked, although in sightof port. A 
few of the mineowners have withdrawn from the conferences which 
have taken place, and this appears to have given an alarm to the dele- 
gates of workmen, which, although probably unnecessary and ground- 
less, is not altogether unreasonable, that the Bill is about to be stifled. 

We have reason to know that although the employers still object to 
one or two of the requirements of the men, their desire is that such 
a measure shall be passed as will secure the miner everything he can 
reasonably demand, both as to hours of labour, safety, and the edu- 
cation of the young. The employers feel that a contented and intel- 
ligent body of workmen is their best security against the carelessness, 
rashness, and ignorance which are the prolific parents of so large 
a proportion of the accidents which now occur with such deplor- 
able results to every one concerned. We sincerely trust that no feel- 
ings of personal jealousy or advantage—no mercenary motives on 
the part of the leading spirits, whether of masters or men—will in- 
terpose to ruin the present chance of an amicable settlement. 1f an 
agreement cannot be come to, Mr, BRUCE will step in with a high 
hand, carry the Bill in any shape he pleases, and the door will be 
shut for years against any change or improvement. At the deputa- 
tion, yesterday, of masters, which waited upon the Home Secretary, 
it was manifest that, although willing to hear both sides, the right 
hon. gentleman has a strong determination to bring the present agi- 
tation toa close. The particulars of the meeting yesterday appear 
in another column of this day’s Journal. 





A correspondent writes—During the past week great efforts have 
been made by which some agreement might be come to between the 
representatives of the coalowners and the men as to several of the 
clauses in the Mines Inspection Act. Lord Elcho has been most in- 
defatigable in the matter, and on Thursday week he invited to his 
house several of the leading men on both sides. Mr. G, Elliot, M.P., 
Mr. Brogden, M.P., Mr. Roden, M.P., and Mr. M‘Clean, M.P., acted 
on the part of the masters, and Mr. Normansell, Mr. Pickard, Mr. 
Halliday, and Mr. Burt represented the Miners’ Association. After 
discussing various parts of the Bill for nearly six hours, an arrange- 
ment, subject to approval, was come to as far as regards the weighing 
clause. Itwas considered fair thatthe weights should be the standard 
weights of the country, subject to inspection by the person acting as 
inspector, The appointment of a check-weighman, on the part_of 
the masters, it was urged that the person who was appointed sive 
at the time be engaged at the colliery for which there was a vacancy, 
and that any misconduct on his part, by interfering with the work- 
ing of the colliery, should be taken cognizance of by the ordinary 
tribunals, With regard to the working hours of boys, there was a 
good deal of discussion, the representatives of the men offering to 
have the number fixed at 10 per day. The clause will most likely be 
altered to 60 hours per week, as proposed by one gentleman, A second 
meeting was held at Lord Elcho’s on Tuesday last, when several of 
the clauses were discussed, but no decision come to with regard to 
them. The further consideration of various parts of the Bill was then 
by agreement adjourned to Thursday, when they were again taken 
into consideration, 








ECONOMISING FUEL IN BLAST-FURNACES.—After standing for 
more than six months for alterations, and the putting down of new 
machinery, the Wingerworth Furnaces, near Chesterfield, are once 
more at work. Their appearance, however, is very different to what 
it was before the improvements to which we are about to allude took 
place. The old furnaces gave out the usual smoke and flame from 
the top, but at present, on passing, it is difficult to say whether they 
are in blast or not, so free are they from the usual indications one 
looks for. This result has been attained by taking the gas from the 
top, and utilising it in a simple yet efficient manner, To effect this 
object new boilers, heating-ovens, and gas apparatus, have been put

The alterations have given 
the most satisfactory results, the produce of iron from the same quan- 
tity of ore being considerably larger than by the old method, whilst 
the quality is also superior. The saving in fuel—an item of so much 
importance—has been something enormous, making a difference of 
many tons of coal per week, yet doing the work more efficiently. 
The alterations and improvements were suggested by Mr. Gjers, of 
Middlesborough, and ably carried out by Mr. Marsh. The boilers, 
which are arranged for being worked by gas were made by the Park- 
gate Company. The cost of the alterations, which is considerable, 
will soon be repaid by the great saving in fuel, and the superior qua- 
lity of the iron produced. From the many advantages of the system 
we think it is worthy of the consideration of iron makers in all parts 
of the kingdom—more especially in those districts where coal and 
coke have to be imported from a distance. 








THE MINES AND WORKS OF NORTH WALES. 


The lead mines and collieries in the neighbourhood of Mold are far 
from active just now, nor is there any appearance of a material change 
for the better taking place during the summer. At the Gwyring- 
mynwyd, or Cat-hole, Mine some of the old places are being opened 
out by Capt. Pryor, and the prospects are most encouraging, a good 
vein having been got on to, and it is said that the next ticketing will 
be a good one. There is scarcely so much doing at several of the 


-« mines in Denbigshire, although the Minera, as usual, continues to do 


well, and the same, we were informed, was the case with the Maes- 
y-Safn, and one or twoothers. The Talargoch Mines, as usual, con- 
tinue to do the largest trade in Flintshire, the produce containing 
the greatest quantity of silver of any mines in Flintshire, and only 
exceeded in that respect by the Lisburne and one or two other mines 
in Cardiganshire. At the Great Rhosesmor Mine, at Halkin, situate 
on the rising ground which overlooks Mold (and near to the Hendre 


Nine), but which has been standing for some time, it is said that the 


company is about to be reconstituted, and new capital introduced, 
for the purpose of opening out the works, It appears that Hendre 
Mine, which is situate a little below the Rhosesmor, drained the latter, 
and have aclaim against it of several hundreds of pounds for engine 
pumping. It is considered by many persons that the amalgamation 
of the two companies would be mutually advantageous, and it is said 
such a course is contemplated by several of those most interested, 
Both mines will, doubtless, pay well when re-opened, as one is, to 
some extent, dependent on the other. The Hendre has some very 
powerful machinery for pumping, having two engines, one with an 
80-inch cylinder, and another with a 100-inch cylinder, Bryngwiog, 
as usual, is reputed to be doing very well, and raising a full average 
quantity of lead. At several of the smaller mines reports are by no 
means so favourable, Still the district around Mold gives every 
promise of becoming a more important one for the raising of lead 
than it is at the present. One drawback has been the want of rail- 
way facilities, for there is but one line, that from Chester, and of 
which Mold is at present the terminus, Indeed, if you wish to go 
to Flint, or Hawarden, a distance of some six or seven miles, you have 
to go to Chester to reach eitherof them. This, however, will shortly 
be changed, as a railway from Mold to Denbigh is nearly completed, 
and it is expected will be opened to the public in about six weeks, 
Another line, to Wrexham, will also be completed, it is said, this 
year. Thus there is every prospect that the valuable lead mining 
district of which Mold is the centre will be placed in a position highly 
conducive to the development of the mineral wealth which is to be 
found in nearly all directions, and which, with the facilities afforded, 
only requires the investigation of the capitalist to ensure its profit- 
able working. 

As in nearly all parts of the kingdom complaints are general as to 
the slackness which prevails with regard to the demand for coal, still 
this state of things has in no way retarded the opening out and sink- 
ing of new collieries, which are taking place in various districts in 
the northern part of the Principality. At the Coppa Colliery, near 
to the Padeswood station, a rather tolerable trade is being done, so 
that the workmen are kept fairly going. A good deal of the coal 
raised is sent to Liverpool, Mr, CLINT, of that place, having a good 
many wagons on the sidings. In some of the pits belonging to the 
company cannel was sunk to, but some time since there was an in- 
flux of water, which stopped operations. The Bronwhylfa Colliery, 
near to Mold, is doing a very fair business; whilst that known as 
Mold Town Pit is standing, owing, as it is said, to a disagreement 
amongst the company, so that as yet not much coal has been got, 
although there is said to be a moderately good seam of cannel, that 
could be profitably raised. In the neighbourhood of Buckley a new 
pit is being sunk by the Argoed Hall Company (Limited), a district 
where there are several very large collieries, and from which a large 
quantity of coal and fire-clay is raised, but in which so far nothing 
in the shape of lead has been worked. In the neighbourhood of 
Hawarden mining operations, despite the depression which exists in 
the trade in all parts of the country, are being actively pushed for- 
ward, new pits are being sunk, and fresh seams of coal reached from 
the shafts which are already in use. The Prestatyn Company, at 
Queensferry, have got to the coal at their new colliery, are driving 
out the workings, and have just put down a newengine and boilers. 
The Queensferry Company, in the same locality, at their new win- 
nings have got one shaft sunk, and are sinking asecondone, A 
moderate business is being done by the latter; but we noticed that 
a tolerably large stock of coal was stacked on the colliery siding, no 
doubt waiting a market. At Sandycroft the borings on the estate 
of Sir 8S. GLYNNE, Bart., of Hawarden Castle, have been brought to 
a close, the result being that several very good seams of coal have 
been proved, and will, in all probability, be worked before long, there 
being a very large field for operating upon. It is also believed that 
coal will be found in all parts of the Saltney property, and will be 
openedout. The colliery belonging to the Broughton Hall Company, 
and which was flooded about a year ago, is now being cleared, and 
an engine, with an 85-inch cylinder, made by the Perran Iron Com- 
pany, is being put down, for the purpose of drawing off the water. 
One of the most important concerns in the county of Flint, and in 
which a large amount of English capital is invested, is Aston Hall 
Colliery Company, whose pits and works are situate about two miles 
from Hawarden. Everythingislaid out for the doing of a very large 
trade, and no expense has been spared in the providing of the best 
machinery and appliances that can be found. This is just what 
might be expected from the known character of the directors of the 
company, of which Mr, MEEK, of York, is the Chairman, and Mr. 
CrosstEyY, of Halifax, and Mr, ALLOTT, of Sheffield, are directors, 
In addition to the pits at work, the company have just succeeded in 
sinking to a fine seam of coal, 5 feet thick, under which there is 
14 inches of very superior fire-clay, with which the locality abounds. 
Above the Five-feet seam there are two workable beds of coal, In 
another place men are engaged in boring 50 yards below the coal in 
the Gladstone pit to another seam. Close to the collieries are large 
brick, pipe, and sanitary tube works, from which a large quantity of 
goods are turned out, all being made by machinery, by which the 
pipes in particular are socketted whilst manufactured, There are 
several very large sheds, capable of holding thousands of pipes and 
bricks, one of them, just completed, being 32 yards in length inside 
the building by 21 yards across, The want of access to the railway, 
which has long been felt as an obstacle to the development of the 
minerals of the district, is about to be remedied, as the company 
have surveyed the ground for a line to Queensferry, so as to get on 
to the Londonand North-Western. So far the outlay at Aston Hall 
has been very large, but there is now every prospeet that, on the 
completion of the works laid out, the returns will be such as to re- 
coup the proprietors for the spirited manner in which they have ex- 
tended and improved the old plant, and which, with the advantages 
enjoyed and the large field for working, must ensure to the company 
the most complete success. At Bagilt, where one of the largest col- 
lieries in the kingdom is being sunk, it appears that the work i3 pro- 
ceeding in a rather satisfactory manner, although great difficulties 
with water and sand have been encountered, and no doubt will be 
again met with. 

The Leeswood Collieries, near Mold, have now attained a most 
unenviable notoriety, as it was in consequence of the disturbances 
by workmen at one of them that four lives were sacrificed at the 
rioting which took place at the railway station recently, The pits 


are noted for producing a fine quality of the plain and curley cannel 
coal, so valuable for the extraction of the oil in which it is so rich. 
There are also beds of house coal which are worked, but the seams 
are intersected by a number of faults, and which frequently inter- 
rupt the ordinary working of the voal. Mr. YOUNG, the obnoxious 
manager, is an Englishman, a thoroughly practical man, and one 
who shows neither favour or affection to any of those under him. 
Whilst visiting him some short time since he spoke of the difficulties 
he had to encounter in dealing with the colliers, who were an entirely 
different body from those in England. The collieries were laid out 
some considerable time since, but were worked at a loss by the com- 
pany who then owned them, They were then taken by the present 
company, who laid out a great deal of money on them, and also sunk 
down to a seam of coal, 23 yards below the cannel, to the Walling 
Bench bed, a fine steam coal, about 5ft. 6in. thick. Something like 
80,0002. have been expended on the works, and the proprietors now, 
not unnaturally, look for some return for the large outlay they have 
|been at. The men, however, appear to have considered that they 
were entitled to certain rights and privileges, not enjoyed by those 
at other collieries; and finding that they were not to be indulged in 
them, turned round on the underground manager, Mr. YOUNG, sacked 
his house, and carried his housenold furniture to the railway station, 
believing that they had power to force him away. But in this they 
were mistaken, so that the next step was to assault him, and for this 
two men were sentenced to a month imprisonment each. The endea- 
vour to rescue these two men led to the serious riot and fatal conse- 
quences to which we have alluded. The miners in the district are 
in a high state of excitement, and are much exasperated at the turn 
which events have taken. Both at Mold and Hawarden, and at 
other places as well, we heard the miners during the last few days 
speak of what the consequences would be should Mr, YOUNG again 
return to the colliery—he would be treated the same as the soldiers 
had treated their victims. Mr. Youna, however, is not likely to let 
the deluded miners have their own way, nor are the proprietors likely 
to sacrifice him for doing his duty. The colliery has been standing, 
and we were informed that it was likely to be so for some time. In- 
deed, the men have worked out their own ruin pretty nearly, for very 
many of them will have to change their quarters, for the proprietors 
are now in a position to set the works down for some months to come, 
as their contract with an oil company at St. David’s has just expired. 
Thus we have another instance of the loss and folly of workmen at- 
tempting to dictate to their employers the mode in which their busi- 
ness shall be conducted. 

The ironworks generally are by no means so active as they have 
been, in no small degree owing to the quiet state of the coal trade, 
seeing that several of them are, to some extent, dependent on the 
mines for ordinary work and machinery. The Hawarden Iron Works 
are doing a moderate business in general colliery work, not only for 
Jocal works but for some in Lancashire. There are also some large 
orders in hand for boilers, for which the Messrs. RADCLIFFE have a 
high reputation. They are just now engaged in making some machi- 
nery for the Carnarvonshire Slate Quarries, and also for some mines 
in the neighbourhood of Wrexham, At most of the other works, 
also, a rather fair business continues to be done. 








THE NORTH OF ENGLAND IRON AND COAL TRADES. 


MIDDLESBOROUGH, JUNE 10.—In the Cleveland district there is 
still a large and active demand for all descriptions of manufactured 
iron. Several extensive parcels of pig-iron have changed hands 
during the week, in several cases at a slight advance on the current 
quotations, which are—for No. 1, 49s.; No. 3, 45s. 6d.; No. 4, 45s., 
net cash. The business transacted at the Cleveland iron market, on 
Tuesday, was of a formal character. Shipments, however, are more 
numerous. Many of the local manufacturers, who hold back deli- 
veries towards the end of the month, make an effort to get stocks 
cleared out with the commencement of another month, and this re- 
mark especially applies to the rail-mill department, in which the 
shipments to the Continent have gone forward with much activity 
during the last seven days. There is a continued improvement in 
the bar-iron trade, and in some departments an advance of from 
2s, 6d. to 5s. has been allowed. The returns from the Cleveland Lron- 
masters’ Association for May show that the make of pig-iron for that 
month was 99,906 tons; make forthe corresponding month of 1868, 
90,725 tons—increase, 9181 tons. The foreign shipments for the 
same month reached 9037 tons; corresponding month of last year, 
7902 tons—increase, 1137 tons. The shipments coastwise for the 
month ending May 31, 1869, amounted to 12,592 tons; for the cor- 
responding month of 1868, 20,240 tons—decrease for 1869, 7648 tons. 
Makers’ stocks, April 30, 1869, 44,881 tons; on May 31, 1869, 50,745 
tons; on May 31, 1868, 80,888 tons. The stock in warrant stores on 
June 1, 1869, amounted to 56,702 tons ; on June 2, 1868, 69,837 tons— 
decrease, 13,135 tons, There are at present 123 furnaces in Cleve- 
land, of which 15 are out, but available, and 18 are not likely to be 
again blown-in in their present form. There is a steady local de- 
mand for forge iron, and foundry iron is in good request. Ship plates 
are a good deal enquired after, ‘lhe iron shipbuilding yards are in 
full employ. 

| There is an increased businessin the Steam Coal Trade. The col- 
| lieries in South Durham and Northumberland are working more re- 
/gularly. On the Tyne the coal trade is in a satisfactory condition. 
The strike amongst the colliers at the Monkwearmouth Colliery has 
caused a good deal of unsettled feeling in that quarter. It has been 
reported that a nobleman largely interested in the collieries of the 
| North of England is about to give up his connection with the coal 
| trade ; but we have ascertained that this statement has not been 
| authenticated, 





TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


GATESHEAD, JUNE 10.—The trade has been extremely dull on these 
rivers during the last week, few ships comparatively having entered, 
and the exports have been small. The coal trade remains, on the 
whole, in a quiet state, and collieries working eight or nine days per 
fortnight are considered rather fortunate—that is, those working 
manufacturing, house, and steam coal. The cokingcoal collieries are 
doing much better, many of them being at work full time; and as 
the iron trade, especially pig-iron, continues to improve, so also will 
thedemand forcoke. A misunderstanding which took place between 
the men and the masters at the Widdrington Colliery, near Morpeth, 
has been happily adjusted, a little addition having been made to the 
price on one side of the workings, where the coal is considerably 
harder than in the other parts of the pit. This is a new colliery, 
lately sunk to the steam coal seam of the district, which has been 
found here of excellent quality and considerable thickness, so that 
& prosperous colliery has been established, from which a large vend 
may be confidently expected. The strike at Monkwearmouth still | 
continues, with little change in the position of the parties. Mr. 
Hechels, the viewer, has published a letter, from which we gather | 
that the statements of the men as to the reductions made iu their | 
prices have been greatly exaggerated. Still, however, it is plain that 
small earnings have been made by the men during the present year, 
but that is mainly owing to bad trade. 
meetings nightly, the business transacted being the organisation of 
parties for the collection of funds for the support of the men on strike. 
It does not appear that any conference has taken place between the 
parties during the past few days. Thisis to be regretted, as no doubt 
the best cqurse that can be adopted is to have a conference, and if 
possible agree to appoint an arbitrator to settle all differences.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


JUNE 10.—There is a steadily increasing demand for rails, and se- 
veral large buyers are now in the market, but makers evince no dis- 
position to enter into fresh contracts, except at an advance on pre- 
sent prices, which buyers hesitate to give, consequently no contracts 
of importance have been entered into since last report. Home re- 
quirements still keep below expectations, although there isanincrease 
in the demand and the price for rails that compares favourably with 
three months ago. Formerly buyers made purchases in anticipation, 
but this has been abandoned, and they are now content to have little 
or no stock. This, as may be expected, tends to keep quotations lower 
than they would otherwise be, and as long as such a state of things 
exist the upward course of prices will be a slow one. The quantity 
of rails now shipped to the United States is not so large as of late, 
not owing so much to a falling off in the demand as to the want of 
tonnage at the local ports. The few words which have been already 
spoken by Mr. Motley, the new American Minister, are such as leave 
no doubt as to his being desirous of preserving a cordiality of feel- 
ing, and preventing anything like a rupture, between the two coun- 
tries. This will no doubt tend greatly to restore the confidence which 
late proceedings in America somewhat weakened, and which to some 
extent checked operations, and it is to be hoped the question of the 
Alabama claims will speedily be settled in a peaceful and satisfac- 
tory manner. Shipments are being speedily made for the Russian 
markets, and something like remunerative rates are being paid to 
convey rails to the Muscovite empire, makers being anxious to keep 
the deliveries well advanced while the shipping season lasts. Rails 
are also in course of shipment for Peru, and it is expected that a 
steady trade will be done with that country for some months to come. 
The demand for bars continues good, at current quotations. Pig- 
iron is slow of sale, but at most of the large works stocks are low. 
Tin-plates, notwithstanding the present quarter is drawing to a close, 
have met with an increased demand, it being reported that some large 
sales have lately been quietly transacted. 

During the past week the Steam Coal Trade has not improved its 
position, the dulness referred to in previous reports still prevailing, 
and at all the local ports the exports show a falling off. Owing to 
the smallness of the demand some of the collieries are not working 
one-half time, while a few proprietors who have regular contracts 
on hand are enabled to keep their hands employed four or five days 
aweek, The largest clearances are being made to the French mar- 
kets, but they are scarcely upto theaverage. ‘Transactions with the 
mail packet stations are considerably below last year, and to all the 
other foreign markets the exports are below the average. The house 
coal trade has somewhat improved, buyers in many instances taking 
advantage of the low prices to replenish their stocks, which had be- 
come considerably reduced through the unfavourable weather in the 
two previous months, 

A meeting has been held at Tredegar, to decide the question of a 
memorial to the late Mr. W. Bevan, manager of the collieries at (redegar. Mr. 
R. Jeukins, high constable, occupied the chair, and about 100 of the subseribera 
were present, all of whom were unanimous as to erecting a tablet to the memory 
of the deceased gentleman in St. George’s Church. The subscriptions reach 
1501., which is sufficient proof of the high estimacion in which the deceased was 
held by the inhaitants of the district. 

The Bar and Tin-Plate Works have been commenced this week, in 
close proximity to the Pontypool-road Station, for Messrs. Strick and Son, of 
Swansea, who have given orders for the works to be completed very speedily. 

In the 21 weeks of the present half-year the receipts of the Mon- 
mouthshire Ratlway and Canal Company have amounted to 58,5031., against 
54,6561. in the corresponding part of last year, being an increase of nearly 40001, 
which pleasing fact is malnly attributableto the improved state of the tron trade, 

It is ramoured, and as such we give it, that Messrs. J. and C. Bailey 
have ordered a new blast-furnace to be erected at Beaufort, but the rumour has 
not yet been confirmed, 

Mr. William Thomas Lewis, of Mardy House, Aberdare, mineral 
agent of Lord Bute, has been appoluted high constable for Aberdare during the 
eusuing year. 

The huge steam-hammer recently constructed at the Landore Steel 
Works Is intended to be in active operation during the eusuing week. Mr. Wil- 
llains, of the Strand, was the caster of the anvil on which the hammer strikes, 

The Blaenavon Company (Limited) are about blowing-in a new 
blast-furnace, which will make niue furnaces in blast at the company's works, 

Last month there were exported from Cardiff 181,931 tonscoal: from 
Newport, 22,181 tons; from Swansea, 50,156 tons; aud from Liauelly, 16,782 tons, 
Coastwise the shipments were as follow :—Cardiff, 93,179 tons; Newport, 61,731 
tons; Swansea, 21,427 tons; and Llanelly, 18,322 tons. Cardiff also exported 
22,134 tons of iron, and 4383 tons of patent fuel; Newport exported 20,su2 tous 
of iron; and Swansea, 2156 toas of iron and 7309 tons of patent fuel.

REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 

JUNE 9,—Pig-Iron, which in the months of March and April was 
being increased in store at the rate of 8000 tons per month, was in 
May limited to a little over 4000 tons, and this month the home con- 
sumption is so great that a cessation has taken place in storing, the 
shipments and consumption being equivalent to the production, 
This is of the greatest consequence to the makers, and especially to 
the holders who purchased at the recent low quotations, as, in the 
event of an advance, they may became willing sellers, at a profit. 
Middlesborough imports have this week been reduced to a nominal 
minimum of 40 tons, against 4170 tons in the same week of 1868, 
making a total decrease in the year of 25,500 tons; and, if the in- 
crease in the shipments of Scotch iron (24,700 tons) is added to the 
decrease in the Middlesborough imports, it will be seen that the Scotch 
iron trade is better this year to date to the full extent of 50,000 tons, 
so that there is ‘room and verge enough” for improvements in the 
current quotations ; and yet, in the presence of these facts, we have 
still to report a rather inert market, with ill-sustained prices, business 
| closing yesterday with sellers at 5ls.a month, and 50s. 9d. cash, 
buyers offering 1d. per ton less—an excellent opportunity for specu- 

lative purchasers, who can hold to August or so, to realise a few shil- 
lings a ton on theirinvestments, During the week ending yesterday 
10,835 tons of pig-iron were shipped from the various Scotch ports, 
against 13,650 tons in the corresponding week last year; but more 
than the difference between these figures have been melted in this 
locality, on account of the increased business in manufactured and 
foundry iron.

A meet- 
ing was also held last night of miners’ delegates, at which it was re- 
solved that the whole of the miners of Lanarkshire should assemble 
on Thursday week, for the purpose of considering the propriety of 
“soliciting another advance in wages,” and other business ; and 
another conference of delegates is to take place on Tuesday next, 

On Saturday last John Mathie, fireman at Merrytown Colliery, be- 
longing to Merry and Cuninghame, was tried at Hamilton, before Sheriff Bell 
anda jury, for culpable violation of duty, whereby a collier, named M‘Kay, was 
severely injured on Dec. 26 last, and died shortly afterwards, After avery dell- 
berate and lengthened trial, in which the prisoner was ably defended, the Sheriff 
sumed up and the jury retired, and shortly returned with a verdict finding the 
prisoner ** Guilty of Breach of a Rule.”’ The Sheri@ explained, and informed the 
foreman of the jury that he could hardly take that verdict. The jury then re- 
turned a verdict of ** Guilty as Libelled.”’ Sheriff Bell, in pronouncing sentence, 
said he hoped the case would have wide cireulation, as it was one of undoubted 
impo.tance to colliers as a body. He was afraid a looseness had been creeping 
into pits with regard to the way In which the rules should be acted upon by the 
different parties bound by them. He bad no wish whatever to make the pri- 
soner, in his person, an example for general carelessness on the part of the fire- 
men. What had occurred might, be dared say, have happened to many other 
firemen as well as to panel. He was bound, too, to take into consideration 
what had been proved —that the prisoner had previously acquired the cliaracter 
of being a good and steady workman; and he was bound likewise to consider 
the unanimous recommendation of the Jury that the case should be dealt with 
leniently. In these circumstances, he was willing to accept of the suggestion 
made by the counsel for the panel. The sentence of the Court was that the pri- 
soner be found Hable to a fine of 101.; falling payment, that he be imprisoned 
for two months, ‘The fine was pald. 

The Sutherland Gold Fields do not appear as yet to have realised 
all the favourable anticipations that were formed of them, A shaft has been 
sunk, but the result has not removed the necessity for a series of trial pits being 
put down in order to prove the existence of the precious metal in remunerative 
quantities; and it appears there are difficulties in connection with the compen- 
sation about being awarded to the leaseholders of the land for surface damage 
done to their grazings. Gold has fallen considerably in value from the first 
fancy prices paid for it. It can now be got at 31. 10s. per ounco, and when buyers 
are not plentiful sales have been effected at 31.88, The Duke of Sutherland, on 
his last visit to Kildonan, presen'ed a handsome gold watch to Mr. Robert 
Gilchrist, in recognition of his services as discoverer of the gold at Kildonan. 
His grace was accompanied tothe diggings on this occasion by Sir Roderick 
Murchison, who appeared to take great interest in the operations of the diggers. 
Fears are beginning to be expressed that, from certain indications, the diggings 
are not to be long-lived, but may drag out a weakly existence for a few inonths 
longer. The gold has been the means of doing much good to Helmsdale, and It 
is to be hoped that these fears for the permanency of the diggings may be un- 
founded. The gold appears to exist over a very large area, but it has not yet 
been ascertained whether it will pay for extraction. A month’s working gene- 
rally suffices to tire the diggers, but old hands atthe business continue tu work, 
and admit that they are not making a bad thing of It. 





REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


JUNE 10.—The Iron Trade continues rather more active, though 
by no means brisk. The orders for rails employs portions of some 
of the works, whilst a somewhat improved demand for sheets and 
other kinds of iron is owing to the gradual recovery of the hardware 
trades of the district. All, however, that can be said is that the South 
Staffordshire trades generally are, on the whole, improving. The 
Highland Railway Company, the Lancashire and Yorkshire Railway 
Company, and the Government of New South Wales are inviting 
tenders for iron of various sorts for railway purposes. 

Mr. Edward Holden, of the Wellington Ironworks, West Bromwich, 
announces that Mr. John Bayley Lees, the son of his late partner, 
will succeed him in the business, and that the style of the firm will 
continue unchanged, 

The event of the week in connection with mining science in Staf- 
fordshire is the formal opening of the South Midland Institute of 
Mining, Civil, and Mechanical Engineers, which was inaugurated on 
Monday by an address from the first President, Prof. Beckett, F.G.S., 
M.V.1., M.I.M.E. The Vice-Presidents are Mr. Silas Bowkley, F.G.S., 
Bradley; Mr. Thos. Rose, Bradley; and Mr. E. Jones, of Wellington, 
It has also a council, composed of 12 persons; Mr. James Cope ts the hon, sec., 
and Mr. A. Morgan, C.E., the treasurer. According to the rules, the members 
of the institute are to consist of three classes—ordinary, life, and honorary 
members. The ordinary and life members are to consist of persons practising 
as mining, civil, or mechanical engineers, and other persons connected with or 
interested in mining and engineering, and the honorary members are to be 
mining inspectors during the term of their office, aud other persons who have 
di tingulshed themselves by their literary or scientific attainments, or who have 
made imporiant communications to the society. The ordinary mectings are to 
be held monthly, at the School of Art, Wolverhampton, 

Amongst those present at the opening meeting were Mr. J. P. Baker, 
and Mr. T, Wynne, Government Inspectors of Mines for South Staf- 
fordshireand East Worcestershire, and for North Staffordshire, Shrop- 
shire, and Cheshire respectively. The Institute may naturally be re- 
garded as in some degree a rival with the one which has its place of 
meeting at Dudley, and Mr, Beckett’s opening paper indicated that 
the latter was understood to have originated partly from a condem- 
natory and thoughtless disposition to frustrate the well-known active 
efforts of the local Goverment Mining Inspector in carrying out his 
responsible and important duties, which unpleasant circumstance, he 
was told, had prevented many thoughtful persons from joining the 
Dudley Society. Mr. Henry Johnson, the hon. secretary of the so- 
ciety at Dudley, which has taken the name of the Midland Institute 
of Mining Engineers, has denied this statement, but there was no 
doubt a general impression that he and the society of which he was 
so active a promoter were, at any rate, largely influenced at first by 
a feeling of hostility to the Inspector of Mines, though there has been 
an evident desire for some time past to remove any such impression. 
Mr. Beckett’s paper was a most interesting and learned one, and it 
indicated a wide range which the exertions of the Institute might 
take. Speaking of association with other districts, he said that whilst 
he thought Wolverhampton admirably adapted as the central home 
of such a society, the support and influence of such an institution 
was not intended to be confined to a single town, or even to their 
local coal district, but they must endeavour to enter into combina- 
tion with all other surrounding coal fields, with some of which, he 
felt confident, South Staffordshire would, ere long, become united geo- 
logically and mineralogically. He held out hopes that they might 
hereafter become united with the Dudley society. 

Mr. Beckett specially pointed out the great want of accuracy in 
surveys of collieries, especially in neglecting to adopt the true meri- 
dional north point, instead of trusting to the constantly shifting 
magnetic point. He criticised a suggestion of Mr. Henry Johnson, 
of Dudley, that experiments should be made by sinking at Albrigh- 
ton for the purpose of testing the existence of the South Staffordshire 
coal measures there, as that would be one of the worst places, as it 
was apparently located over a geological trough, thus affording in- 
creased depth, and a probable superfluity of water, which would have 
added to the proposed trial expenses, and by such means, as in other 
like trials recorded in various parts of the earth, possibly have cast 
a damp on the entire project. He suggested that discussions on such 
projects by that society might prove advantageous. One of the Pre- 
sident’s suggestions was the establishment of a chemical laboratory 
in connection with the institution, for the purpose of analysing mine- 
rals discovered in sinking, and earnestly enforced the duty of endea- 
vouring in every way to reduce the loss of life caused by mining. Mr. 
Beckett is an ardent supporter of “teetotalism,” and he strongly 
urged that all intoxicating drinks and tobacco should be excluded 
from the mines, believing that this would prevent many fatal accidents. 

A cordial vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Beckett for his “ very 
intelligent, useful, and elaborate address,” on the motion of Mr, Baker, 
seconded by Mr. Holeroft; and Mr. Jones expressed a hope that it 
might be printed in extenso. The secretary then read over the list of 
members, 49 in number, which terminated the business. 

The members afterwards dined together, Mr. Baker, the Govern- 
ment Inspector, presiding, who expressed his warm approval of the 

objects of the Institute. 

Three men were in the “ stall” at Messrs. Fowler and Shall’s col- 
liery at Prince’s End, Tipton, on Tuesday, when a large fall of coal 
took place, and they were buried under the mass. A number of miners 
were set to work to recover the unfortunate men, the body of one of 
whom, John Burke, was extricated in about an hour and a half; it 
was frightfully mutilated. It was five o'clock before the bodies of 
the two other men could be recovered. Like the other corpse they 
had been smashed to pieces, and all had to be brought up in sacks. 
The names of the men were William More, of Coseley, and William 
Marsden, of Wallbrook. 

It is stated that the South Staffordshire and East Worcestershire 
Institute of Mining Engineers are preparing to undertake one or more 
borings, with a view to test the existence at a workable depth of 


the coal measures under the Permian strata, and they invite the co- 
operation of the landowners interested. 





REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


JUNE 10,—There is now more activity at the principal iron works 
in Derbyshire than there has been for some time, and some very con- 
siderable orders have come to hand for various qualities of manu- 
factured iron, At Renishaw pumps and castings of various descrip- 
tion now ensure full employment to the workmen, with a good pro- 
spect of a continuance of the same healthy state of things. There 
is also more doing at Staveley, where a heavy tonnage of large pipes 
is being turned out, principally, it is said, for India. At the same 
place there are three furnaces in blast, and a large new one will 
shortly be completed and set working. At Wingerworth the fur- 
naces are again in blast, as are those higher up on the Erewash Valley 
line, although there is not so much improvement at the works in that 
direction as there is in the northern part of the county. Still the pro- 
duction of pig-iron is very large, considering the general state of the 
trade, and the quietness which has so long been the rule in Derby- 
shire. House Coal is only in very moderate request, so that the pits 
are in most instances working short time. Owing to the very large 
tonnage sent to London during April, with well-stocked merchants, 
and the heat of the weather, there has not been so much going on 
in that direction for some time, and the falling off in May, when 
compared with the previous month, was no less than 95,355 tons, 
From Clay Cross, however, a full average tonnage continues to be 
sent to the metropolis, the quantity last month being 28,100 tons, or 
about one-ninth of all the coal which entered London by railway. 
There is just now more doing in steam qualities, and the demand ap- 
pears likely to be maintained for some time. Newcollieries are now 
being opened out in several parts of the county, and there appears 
to be no lack of enterprise or capital in developing the minerals, not- 
withstanding the quietness which has so long prevailed in nearly all 
colliery districts, In the neighbourhood of Eckington the Messrs. 
Wells are opening outa new colliery to the black shale—the most va- 
luable seam in the district—and have got down about 100 yards, the 
field to be worked exceeding, it is said, 1000 acres. On the branch 
line between Sheffield and Chesterfield, and which it is expected will 
be opened in a week or two, several new collieries will be prepared to 
take advantage of the facilities afforded, whilst new ones are being 
sunk, and others are about to be commenced, The tonnage at pre- 
sent carried by the Midland must be greatly augmented by the branch 
alluded to, and which will be a very important feeder to the main line. 

The Pontefract district (including Wakefield and Methley) will ere 
long be one of the most important mining districts in the kingdom. 
At Featherstone, Mr, J. Shaw, of Sheffield, is sinking to the Stanley 
Main coal, and has got 190 yards deep, At Snydale, Mr. G. Ellison, 
of the Birstal and Adwalton Collieries, is just about to commence 
sinking two shafts, which, when finished, will be 330 yards deep, the 
coal in this neighbourhood being from 8 ft. to9 ft. thick. At Glass 
Houghton, Messrs, Wilks and Co, are making active preparations to 
pullalarge quantity. Messrs. Lock and Warrington are progressing 
very rapidly at their new works at St. John’s, Normanton; and, as 
the Pontefract Park coal estate will soon be sold, we may shortly ex- 
pect a new colliery inthatpart. At Sharlston, Messrs, Crossley (Li- 
mited) are opening their works out largely, and doing a good business. 

The [ron Trade in South Yorkshire remains without alteration, most 
of the works doing a very fair business, Rails are still being largely 
manufactured, whilst the demand for other qualities of iron, includ- 
ing plates, sheets, and hoops, is tolerably good. The furnaces, too, 
are kept well going, and altogether the district, so far as regards the 
production of material for ordinary purposes, will now contrast fa- 
vourably with almost any other in the kingdom of similar extent. 
The Bessemer Steel Works are fully employed, and there is a large 
out-put of the plain steel, as well as rails, tyres, &c. Thereis no change forthe 
better so far as voal Is concerned, and colliery proprietors still complain of the 
slackness of orders and the low prices which prevail. The tonnage to London is 
comparatively smal), even for the month of June, Silkstone in particular being 
in considerably less request than it has been, so that during the past month little 
more than half the usual tonnage was sent there, although the coal for house- 
hold purposes cannot be excelled, There has been a little more doing with Lan- 
cashire In engine fuel, and about an average quantity has been forwarded to 
Goole for shipment to the home ports. In Steam Coal there is not so much ac- 
tivity as generally prevails during June, scarcely so much finding its way to 
Grimsby, as vessels only slowly arrive for cargoes from Russia, 

Messrs. Hardwick, Best, and Young, sold by auction, at the Talbot 
Hotel, Bradford, the beautiful estate of Gawthorpe Hall, on the southern slope 
of Alredale, comprising a commodious family residence and well-wooded park, 
containing altogether about 34A, oR. 6P. of land, the ornamental timber being 
of large siz:. ‘The property was put up at 50 01., and rapidly advanced to 90001., 
at which sum it was purchased by Capt. Salmond, of Bradford. 

The death of Mr, J. Chambers, the managing partner of the firm of 
Newton, Chambers, and Co., of the Thorncliffe and Chapeltown [Ironworks and 
Collieries, which took place on Tuesday in the lake district, where the deceased 
had gone on ashort tour, created a great deal of surprise and dcep regret through- 
out the South Yorkshire district. ‘The deceased, who was Chairman of the Coai- 
owners’ Association, was an active and a thorough business man, and was the 
means of raicing the firm to the high position in which i¢ now stands, being 
second to none in the West Riding. Mr, Chambers was a man of warm sym- 
pathies, and although there were occasions in which he came intocollision with 
a portion of his workpeople, still he ever pointed out to them what he considered 
was for thelr own benefit, and was ever realy to liberally assist with his purse 
and take the initiative in all movements which had for their object the social 
and moral improvement of those who worked for the firm. He was also a 
liberal contributer to all objects of a charitable character belonging to the loca- 
lity where the works were situate, and in which he took such a deep interest. 
Although at the present time some bundreds of the colliers, who up to a recent 
period were tn the employ of the firm, are out on strike, still the announcement 
of the death of Mr. Chambers was received by them with general regret. The 
remains of the deceased gentleman were interred at TankersleyChureh,on Friday. 








THE MINES REGULATION BILL. 


The Mining Association of Great Britain held a meeting yester- 
day, at the Craven Hotel, Strand (Mr. WALTER WILLIAMS in the 
chair), and at its conclusion an influential deputation waited upon 
the Home Secretary :—Messrs. John Knowles, John Haigh, John 
Booth, T. E, Horton, John Austin, John Nixon, John Hunter, John 
Thompson, John Trotter, W. Bean, C. Wright, L. W. Wickham, and 
M. W. Peace. Amongst the members of Parliament present were— 
Colonel Loyd Lindsay, A. 8. Hill, Colonel C, Lindsay, J. Henderson, 
J. 8. Hardy, John Hardy, Hussey Vivian, C. Turner, J. Fielden, 
E. Backhouse, J. Dodds, Sir Hedworth Williamson, Sir T, E. Cole- 
brook, Sir Smith Child, Alexander Brogden, Isaac Fletcher, John 
Lancaster, W. 8S. Roden, J. W. Pease, H. W. F. Bolckow, H. Woods, 
Hon. H. G. Liddell, R. A. Cross, and others. 

Mr. WILLIAMS (Whairman of the Mining Association of Great Britain) presided. 

The CHAIRMAN sald they had assembled for the purpose of waiting upon the 
Home Secretary, and several Members of Parliament had been invited to join 
them. The first thing he would do, however, would be to ask Mr. Elliot and 
Mr. Brogden, who had met Lord Elcho and a deputation of working men, to 
state the result of the interview. 

Mr. ELLIOT said it was no doubt proper that he should make some little ex- 
planation. He had, however, to some extent been acting ina double capacity— 
first as a member of the association, and next as a member of Parllament. He 
need scarcely add that in both capacities he had endeavoured, as far as he could, 
to take care of the Interests of the association. Various questions had been dis- 
cussed by the delegates. The leading principles of the Bill now before the House 
of Commons had been discussed at great length. The one to which he had al- 
ways attached the most importance was that which affected the management 
of mines, so far as the ventilation was concerned. Lord Elcho, who exercised a 
considerable lufluence over the delegates from the working men, colncided with 
his (Mr. Elliot’s) view on the subject, and the men were prepared to agree to 
the insertion of a proviso which took the sting out of the clause, and rendered 
it a practicable and workable provision of the Bill. Itwasclause18. It wasa 
question whether, as suggested by Mr. Pease, the proviso might not be further 
modified, and made still better: but as it stood, looking to the judgment of the 
Court of Exchequer on the old clause, he was bound to say that he thought, as 
far as the interests of the coalowners were concerned, It stood better as the 
clause was now modified than it did before. The delegates, as far as they were 
concerned, were willing to have this alteration, and Lord Elcho supported them 
in that view. The clause, as it stood, originally declared that an amount of 
ventilation should be constantly produced in every coal or ironstone mine ade 
quate to dilute and render harmless all noxious gases to such an extent 
that the levels and workings of such mine should be in a fit state for working 
or passing over. That clause was new, and it seriously altered the ex- 
isting condition of things, and thereby introduced an element that would 
prove to be most unmanageable, as compared with the old Act. No doubt 
the Inspector who suggested the alteration felt that he was going too far, 
aud endeavoured to qualify the clause by the introduction of a proviso that the 
Court might dismiss any charge for acting in contravention of the rule, if the 





failed because it pees the coalowners in the position of always being prima 
facia liable, and bound to prove that they had taken all reasonable precautions. 
But in the event of an accident it was impossible to give such a proof, and yet 
the owner was to be considered Ilable, unless he could produce evidence that 
he was innocent. The delegates from the working men, who thoroughly un- 
derstood their own interests, had now consented to this amendment of the 
clause, ‘* An amount of ventilation shall be constantly produced In every coaland 
ironstone mine adequate (except under circumstances which could not reason- 
ably be anticipated, &c.)’’ He thought that was all they could expevt to claim 
exemption against. The next question was one upon which they had had con- 
siderable discussion with the Inspectors, about having rails across the whole 
width fencing off the goaf. So far as that was concerned, they would be satis- 
tles with this,—that a provision should be inserted providing that there should 
be sufficient fences at the entrance to these places, so as to prevent indifferent 
access. Theowners thought that was as far as they ought to go. 

—i” : Did they strike out the words ** The whole width ??’—Mr. ELLIOT: 

ey did. 

Mr. PEASE asked what was to be done with regard to blasting? —Mr. 
ELLIOT said that would be provided for by special rules. 

Mr. PEASE asked about altering the width from 6 to 8 feet ?——Mr. ELLIOT 
said it originally stood at 12 feet, but at his suggestion it was altered. 

Mr. PEASE: What as to the barometers and thermometers ? —~-Mr, ELLIOT 
said that they had had considerable discussion as to where the barometers and 
thermometers should be placed iu pits where danger really existed. They were 
not to be placed in too conspicuous a position, and were to be under the charge 
of a responaible person, and he thought there was no harm in that. 

Mr. PEASE: What about the penal clause ?——Mr. ELLIOT: That was out of 
the Bill. Asto the weighing clause, the masters were not opposed to one of their 
workmen being appointed, but they (the working men) thought that they sould 
select thelrown men. The working men promised that the person to be appointed 
should be drawn from the servants of the mine, and, no doubt, to that extent 
they would have some protection, as he would have theirrespect. But they fur- 
ther said, that being called upon to exercise an independent duty, and of seeing 
fair play between themselves and the masjer, they did not think that he should 
be under the control of the master. Upon that point there was a great deal to 
be said. He should not like to exercise an unfair and unjust authority in send- 
ing a man away without reason, and he was afraid that they would not have a 
majority in the House of Commons in supporting the men that the mastershould 
not have the power of dismissal, He thought, at any rate, that it would be better 
to have their power defined in this matter. At present however, it was very 


was resistance and strikes, mischief and trouble. Personally, he would have 
no objection that a man misbehaving or miscouducting himself should be dis- 
charged by a magistrate. With regard to the employment of boys, it was 
mainly a matter for the colliery people themselves, but he thought it would be 
desirable that boys between 10 and 12, who could read and write, might be em- 
ployed at the mine. It had been proposed that boys from 12 to 16 should be 
limited to a period of elght hours, and as a kind of compromise ten hours had 
also been suggested. Reducing the working hours as proposed would effect a 
large reduction in the power of sending out coals. The owners had expended 
large sums on machinery, and if they took the case of a colliery giving out 1000, 
1200, and 1500 tons a day, it would be a serious matter to greatly diminish the 
hours of labour. Theresult might, in fact, be that the owners would be obliged 
to discontinue the employment of boys below 16 years of age, and to employ 
older boys or men. They had the principleof the Factory Act which they ought 
to goupon. The millowners were entitled to have their machinery 104% hours 
at work, and it ought to be considered whether a like provision would not be 
satisfactory to the owners of coal mines. 

Mr. BROGDEN said that he was present at the conference which took place 
with the delegates in the presence of Lord Elcbo, and regarded the result as 
satisfactory. Every difficulty which had been pointed out to the men they 
showed themselves desirous of meeting in a satisfactory manner. Mr. Elliot 
would bear him out in that.——Mr. ELLIOT: Quite so. 

Mr. BROGDEN: The Conference was carried out in the spirit of reconciling 
the differences between the two interests, and he believed the measure might be 
so modified in its language and operation as to be not at all oppressive to the 
owners, and at the sametime characterised by considerable precautions for the 
safety of themen. With respect to penalties, the men were in favour of the 
principie of the Master and Servants Act being applied to this Bill. They ad- 
mitted that the same money penalties should attach to them as to the owners, 
reduced from 201. to 102., and that offences by the men should ve punishable in 
the same manner as owners and agents were punishable. There was a Class of 
offences, both applied to masters and agents, which, at the discretion of the ma- 
gistrate, should be punishable by imprisonment, and these were offences of a 
wilful character, and tending to endanger life. Inspectorship at the present 
time was all a farce. Daily experience proved it, and upon the subject there 
was at present much difference of opinion among coalowners as to the class of 
men who should beappointed. Some of the masters were, be believed, in favour 
of sub-inspectorship. (Cries of ‘* Name.’’) 

Mr. FOTHERGILL, M.P., said that he was for one, and he thought upon this 
particular point they would have to give way to the men. 

Mr. PEASE asked if it was suggested by the men that the masters and their 
agents were to be sent to gaol for offences against the Act ?——Mr. BROGDEN: Not 
in that broad sense, but for any wilful infringement of the provisions of the Act. 
Mr. FOTHERGILL sald a great deal had been said about check-weighing, but 
it appeared to him that the interests of the employers were consulted by check- 
weighing. So much was that so in Glamorganshire, that the loss sustained by 
the employers, owing to the want of check- weighing, had been very serious until 
a new system was introduced, by which an enormous saving for the masters had 
been effected. Hecould not conceive why they should set up their backs against 
eheck-weighing. ——-Mr. ELLIOT said it was a mistake to suppose that the mas- 
ters had any objection to it. 

Mr. LANCASTER, M.P., spoke upon the question of inspectorship. He under- 
stood that the coalowners set themselves against lowering the status of inspee- 
tion, or in any way submitting to what was technically cailed sub-inspection, 
They must do nothing to lower the quality of inspection, If the country and 
the Government wanted inspection, let them have any amountof it, but it must 
— . agg a character as to command respect and to carry weight aud authority 
with it. 

The CHAIRMAN was anxious to put Mr. Fothergzill right. The associa- 
tion had never on any occasion objected to check-weighing, but to the men 
having the appointment of their check-weigher, and having the right to main- 
tain a manin that position in direct opposition to the interests of their em- 
ployer. That was the sole thing the association cared for. 

Mr. LANCASTER thougut the check-weigher should confine himself to the duty 
of check-weighing, and when he departed from it he should be dismissed. 

The conference terminated, and the deputation proceeded to the Home Office. 
The deputation was introduced by Mr. Child, and its objects stated in a lucid 
address of considerable longth by Mr. Willlams, Chairmaa of the Mining Asso- 
ciation of Great Britain. In the course of his remarks he was several times 
interrupted by Mr. Bruce, who, amongst otherexplanations, said that the clause 
requiring deposit of plans of abandoned workings was inserted at the instance 
of Sir R. I, Murchison for purposes of sciences. 

Mr, WILLIAMS remarked, in conclusion, that it was the anxious desire of the 
owners that everything should be dcne to make the work of the miners safe, so 
far as the nature of their calling permitted. 

Replying to Mr. ELLIOT, M.P., Mr. BRUCE sald that there would be no ob- 
ection to alter the liability clause, so as to read ‘ except under circumstances 
which could not reasonably be anticipated and provided against.”’ 

The question of “ weighing ”’ and ‘* conscience men”’ was next discussed, Mr. 
ELLIOT remarking on the difficulty in which the masters would be placed If 
they had no power to discharge a weigher. He suggested that there should be 
some one appointed to act as judge in cases of dispute as to the weigher—for in- 
stance, a magistrate, the Chairman of Quarter Sessions, or the Home Secretary 
himself, The masters were willing to leave it to any disinterested person, but 
contended that the masters ought to have the power of discharging a weigher. 
Mr. BRUCE said the great difficulty was to find the proper person to settle 
such cases. The Chairmen of Quarter Sessions could not settle such disputes 
without hearing evidence on both sides ; but it was hardly to be expected that 
Chairmen of Quarter Sessions, who were so much occupied in other ways, could 
give up as frequently as it might be necessary a whole day to such enquiries, 
Very often the case was only a matter of suspicion. The master thinking the 
** justice man’’ mischievous or dishonest, active in sowing discontent, gets rid 
of him—possibly with real justice as well as wisdom—but he might not be able 
to produce tangible evidence. The man might be able to call, on the other 
hand, witnesses on his own behalf, This was a roundabout way of dealing with 
such matters—very undesirable. 

Some discussion ensued, in which Mr. Staveley Hill, M.P., Mr. Elliot, M.P., 
Mr. Williams, Mr, Cross, M.P., took part; and eventually Mr. BRucg said he 
gathered as the opinion of the deputation that the masters shonld have the right 
to discharge the workmen’s weigher, but that the latter should have the power 
of appeal. He (Mr. Bruce) was quite willing to introduce words in the clause to 
that effect. 

The next question raised was as to the hours of employment, respecting wiiich 
Mr. BRUCE said he had received several letters of suggestion, but only last night, 
so that he had not had time to thoroughly consider them. 

Mr. ELLIOT explained that the question had been discussed already by the 
masters and men, and the only point of difference was whether the 12 hours 
mentioned in the Bill included or excluded the usual dinner hour, &c. 

Mr. HENDERSON suggested that the engine should draw no more than 60 hours 
per week, and that no boy should be employed below the surface, except when 
the engine was drawing coals. 

Mr. BRUCE thought that the view of the Committee of the House was that no 
person should be employed under 12, and, that being so, it would be unnecessary 
to retain the restrictious now imposed by the Factory Act on boys between the 
age of 8 and 13. 

Mr. EuutoT, M.P., said he had talked the subject over with the men, and they 
were not desirous of interfering too much with the arrangements of employers, 
as they were afraid that the employment of their boys might be stopped altoge- 
ther, as, indeed, it was in some places in the North of England. This wasreally 
a question affecting the interests of the men themselves. 

r. BRUCE asked if a specific restriction to 10% hours,as under the Factory 
Act, would injuriously affect the coal trade ?——Mr. BROGDEN suggested that it 
would be much better to allowa maximum of hours in each week, 

Mr. BRUCE said, in that case the boys would have to work when the men worked 
extra hours, that extra work being occasioned by the men’s absence from work 
for drinking purposes. He was informed by Lord Elcho that the opinion of the 
men was that there should be a restriction in the case of boys, aged from 12 to 
16, of 60 hours per week, not exceeding 104 hours in any day. 

Several other suggestions were made, which Mr. BRUCE promised to consider. 
The amendments to be proposed would be put on the votes as soon as possible, 
and there would be a morning sitting for the Bill at the earliest day. 

The deputation then thanked the right hon. gentleman, and withdrew.
